Gay rights 
attorney Paul 
Wotman dies

P aul Freud Wotman, a pioneering 
attorney for civil rights who was 
once referred to as “gay law’s ris¬ 
ing star,” by the San Francisco Exam¬ 
iner, died of complications related to 
lymphoma in his San Francisco home 
on Christmas 
Day. Fie was 49. 

Wotman, of 
the city’s well- 
known law firm 
Wotman & 

Cloutier, made 
big headlines 
Fighting for 
LGBT citizens 
and people with 
HIV who were 
victims of dis¬ 
crimination and 
abuse in housing, employment, and 
public services. 

In 199K he secured the largest 
amount ever awarded in a gay em¬ 
ployment discrimination case when 
Shell Oil was ordered to pay $5.3 mil¬ 
lion in back pay and damages to an 
employee who was fired for being an 
active homosexual. The case of Jeffrey 
Collins, a 19-year veteran of Shell 
who was terminated in 1985 after his 
secretary found a personal invitation 
to a safe sex party, proved to corpora¬ 
tions and to the country that anti-gay 
discrimination was not only wrong, 
but expensive. 

Wotman also took other high-pro¬ 
file cases through the years, repre¬ 
senting a gay San Jose man who was 
brutally attacked in his own front 
yard by a teenage neighbor; suing var¬ 
ious employers for same-sex sexual 
harassment; tackling Kaiser Perma- 
nente for wrongfully diagnosing and 
medically treating a gay man as if he 
had HIV; and even taking on Chef 
Julia Child for refusing to hire a gay 
man as the head of her culinary insti-

Politics 

Politics domi¬ 
nated the news as 
only it can during a 
presidential election 
year. On the Demo¬ 
cratic side, former 
New Jersey Senator 
Bill Bradley com¬ 
peted for the gay 
vote that was crucial 
in primary states like California. He pushed 
Vice President AI Gore to take stances that 
were more pro-gay than perhaps he would 
have liked to have taken publicly. On the Re¬ 
publican side, many voters, gay and non-gay 
alike, swooned over the surprising candidacy 
of Senator John McCain (R-Arizona). But he 
faded as the weather warmed up. 

Texas Governor George W. Bush held a 
meeting and news conference with gay Re¬ 
publicans in April, an historic first for the pre¬ 
sumed GOP presidential nominee. And at 
Bush’s initiative, openly gay Congressman Jim 


Kolbe (R-Arizona) addressed 
the Republican convention in 
Philadelphia, another first. 

Log Cabin Republicans 

said they were encouraged with 
the progress made with the 
Bush campaign and endorsed 
the party nominee, something 
they had not always done. They 
acknowledged that the candi¬ 
date and the party still had a 
long way to go on gay issues. 

Dick Cheney’s nomination 
as vice president brought broad¬ 
er public acknowl¬ 
edgment that his 
daughter Mary was 
a lesbian. The 
Human Rights 
Campaign said that 
both Cheneys had 
to publicly address 
issues of gay rights during the 
campaign, but the pair managed 
to ignore that dictate; However, 

Mary’s father’s comMerfts on gay 
marriage during the vice presi¬ 
dential debate were seen by 
many as the most thoughtful 
and supportive of the major na¬ 
tional candidates. 

Final resolution of post-elec¬ 
tion legal wrangling over votes in 
Florida touched off speculation 
over which openly gay people 


might be appointed to positions within the 
Bush administration. Expectations were low, 
in part because the community has not iden¬ 
tified many people with the appropriate po¬ 
litical resume. 

Openly gay and lesbian candidates contin¬ 
ued to break barriers in their quests for public 
office, being elected for the first time to state 
legislatures in Georgia and Michigan. Four les¬ 
bians now serve in the California Legislature, 
and three gay men in the Arizona Assembly. 
Gay bashing was down significantly in cam¬ 
paigns across the country, a sign that being gay 
or gay friendly has lost much of its sting. 

Military 

Gays did not 
disappear from the 
military nor from 
the headlines. The 
pair of soldiers 
who bludgeoned 
Private First Class 
Barry Winchellto 
death in July 1999 
as he slept at Fort 
Campbell^JCen- 
tucky wer^if sen¬ 
tenced to long 
prison terms.

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A last look at Y2K: Part 2

I n last week’s Bay Area Reporter, we began 
to say goodbye to Y2K by highlighting 
some of the year’s top local news stories for 
the LGBT community. As the summer of 
2000 unfolded, there were continued surpris¬ 
es as the community forged ahead in both 
protest and progress. 

July 

The month was christened by an an¬ 
nouncement and prediction from the city’s 
openly lesbian state representative, Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden. There would be 

no more domestic partnership legislation 

signed into law in the year 2000, according to 
Migden and LGBT advocates from California 
Alliance for Pride and Equality. Despite the 
passage of bills extending equal protections 
to LGBT families in both houses of the state 
Legislature, gay-themed legislation would be 
doomed to the cutting block of Governor 
Gray Davis’s desk. The predictions, of course, 
later proved to be true. 

Bay Area activists were a huge presence at 
the 13th International AIDS Conference in 
Durban, South Africa. 

But back here at home, the HIV establish¬ 
ment was busy trying to explain exactly what 
happened when the Department of Public 
Health announced - then retracted - a 
near tripling of new HIV incidence in San 


Francisco, to 900 cases, 
dubbed a “sub-Saharan 
rate” of infection. Nation¬ 
al news outlets ran with 
the story, always quick to 
point out that unsafe sex 
between gay men was on 
the rise. But in the pages 
of the B.A.R., these same 
officials backpedaled on 
their original estimate, 
calling the announced 
number “unofficial” and 
their comments about in¬ 
fection rates “unfortu¬ 
nate.” To this day, we still 
do not have an official es¬ 
timate of the number of 
HIV cases in San Francis¬ 
co, but a significant part 
of the increase, officials 
acknowledged, was the 
growing population of the city itself. 

A young man collapsed on July 3 at the 
new Metropolitan Community Church youth 
shelter at 150 Eureka; Curtis Oliver Jr., 25, 
was taken by ambulance to California Pacific 
Medical Center where his estranged mother 
made the decision to discontinue his life sup¬ 
port. It was later determined that opiates 
were the cause of his death. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz announced on 
July 10 that she would not seek re-election; 
the incumbent had planned to move to Dis¬ 
trict 6 (South of Market) to avoid challeng¬ 


ing front-runner Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano in the 
Mission’s District 9, but 
later, in the wake of her 
dot-com layoff, ironically 
discovered she could not 
afford the housing market 
that was created in part by 
the city’s policies, many of 
which she championed. 

The LGBT Communi¬ 
ty Center hit yet another 
stumbling block when the 
National Park Service de¬ 
cided its design detracted 
too much from the origi- 
£ nal Fallon Building to 
s qualify for historic tax 
« credits. 

In a typical yet never¬ 
theless horrific situation, 
the California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections admitted that a labora¬ 
tory hired by the prison system had fab¬ 
ricated HIV and other test results; al¬ 
though officials had this knowledge for four 
years, many current prisoners and those out 
on parole have still not been informed that 
they need to be re-tested. 

XY magazine protested the July 13 cen¬ 
sorship of one of its stories by PlanetOut.com, 
claiming that the gay media giant was pan¬ 
dering to corporate sponsors. The censored 
story was an opinion piece by publisher Peter 
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Permanent Hair

Serving up that holiday spirit 


Vermont paves the way 
with civil unions law

T he Vermont Supreme Court 
gave gays and lesbians a 
great Christmas present last 
year, a 4-1 ruling on December 20, 
1999 leading to legal recognition 
of their relationships. 

The court majority rejected the 
argument that gays were entitled 
to a marriage license under exist¬ 
ing law, though one judge thought 
that they were. It declared that the 
“common benefits clause” of the 
state constitution requires that 
gays share in the same benefits 
and protections under state law 
that heterosexuals enjoy. 

The decision read in part, 
“Legal protection and security for 
their avowed commitment to an 
intimate and lasting human rela¬ 
tionship is simply, when all is said 
and done, a recognition of our 
common humanity.” The court 
ordered the state Legislature to 
solve the problem either by in¬ 
cluding gays under existing mar¬ 
riage law or by creating something 
of equal legal status. 

The issue was a bitterly con¬ 
tentious one for the Legislature 


and body politic of Vermont 
throughout the winter session. 
But in April a civil unions bill 
passed with the support of nearly 
all Democrats and a substantial 
number of Republicans. The law 
took effect in July. Polls showed 
that 43 percent of Vermonters ap¬ 
proved of the bill and 52 percent 
disapproved. 

Meanwhile in California, the 
campaign roared ahead on Propo¬ 
sition 22. That ballot initiative or¬ 
ganized by social conservatives de¬ 
fined and restricted marriage to 
one man and one woman. It passed 
overwhelmingly with 61 percent of 
the vote in the March 7 primary. 

The social right vowed to “Take 
Back Vermont,” making repeal of 
civil unions a cornerstone of their 
efforts. The traditional civility of 
small town Vermont was rent with 
strife. When the ballots were 
counted, several Republicans who 
had supported civil unions for 
gays and lesbians went down to 
defeat, though the conservatives 
had less than full control of the 
Legislature. It looks like there will 
be no legislative challenge to civil 
unions over the next two years. 

Democratic Governor Harold 


Dean, a civil unions supporter, 
fended off a challenge by Republi¬ 
can Ruth Dwyer, who was vocal in 
her opposition to the measure. 
Dean managed to avoid a runoff 
election in a three-way contest by 
winning 52 percent of the vote. 

In Nebraska, a ballot initiative 
that would amend the state consti¬ 
tution to define marriage as only 
between one man and one woman 
passed by more than 2 to 1. The 
wording was so broad that it likely 
precludes other types of things, in¬ 
cluding domestic partner benefits 
offered by private companies. The 
American Civil Liberties Union is 
challenging it in court. 

Meanwhile in Vermont, gay 
and lesbian couples have been 
trickling to the altar and justices 
of the peace to have their relation¬ 
ships recognized by law^ An unof¬ 
ficial wire service count shows 
that nearly 1,500 civil unions have 
been performed since July. 

About three-quarters of the 
couples have come from out of 
state. That will create a series of 
legal issues as the couples return 
home and test local jurisdictions’ 
recognition of the Vermont 
statute. T

1 rounded the Millennium 
I ? March on Washington from 
its inception did not abate as the 
day of the event drew near. And a 
post-mortem evaluation left a de¬ 
cidedly tarnished image that sug¬ 
gested this might have been the 
last such event for many years to 
come, perhaps forever. 

Those on the left questioned its 
legitimacy as a top down activity 
orchestrated by the Human Rights 
Campaign. They claimed that past 
marches on Washington had been 
grassroots efforts that percolated 
up from and with participation of 


local communities. Without such 
participation the event lacked le¬ 
gitimacy. 

They said the prime reason for 
the event was to create a market¬ 
ing event targeting the GLBT 
community as there was little po¬ 
litical rationale or tie-in to pend¬ 
ing legislation. 

Others questioned the organi¬ 
zational ability of those nominal¬ 
ly in charge of the event. The 
MMOW committee seemed to 
confirm that evaluation through 
its inaction, closed financial 
records, series of changes in key 
personnel, and eventual subcon¬ 
tracting out of most of the 
planned activities. 

The hope that corporations 


would lay out big bucks to become 
sponsors of the event went largely 
unfulfilled. The biggest donors 
were the gay media outlets - both 
online and print - and most of 
their contributions were not cash 
but in-kind donations of promo¬ 
tional space. This provided fur¬ 
ther ammunition for those who 
called the MMOW merely a mar¬ 
keting opportunity. 

HRC tried to insulate itself 
from the controversy when Execu¬ 
tive Director Elizabeth Birch left 
the MMOW board, but at the same 
time it made sure that its staff and 
board members held key positions 
within the MMOW. It also set up a

0 n December 15, the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
ruled that restrictions gov¬ 
erning the importation of 
pornography did not violate 
Canada’s Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms, which grants rights 
similar to the U.S. Constitution. 

However, the court also said 
that Canada Customs officials had 
improperly targeted gay material 
for seizure, and put the burden of 
proof on the government, rather 
than on defendants, to show that 
seized material was obscene. 

The ruling was the final out¬ 
come of a long-running case that 
began in 1986 when Canada Cus¬ 
toms seized copies of the Advocate 
magazine destined for Little Sis¬

Vancouver, British Columbia. In 
the following years, more materi¬ 
al with gay and sexual themes 
were seized and destroyed, includ¬ 
ing books by Susie Bright, Pat Cal- 
ifia, John Preston, and Jane Rule. 

Little Sisters and the British 
Columbia Civil Liberties Associa¬ 
tion brought suit against Canada 
Customs, and a four-year battle 
ensued to have the case heard. A 
four-month trial began in Octo¬ 
ber 1994, which featured several 
well-known North American 
writers, academics, publishers, 
and legal scholars speaking in 
favor of the plaintiffs. 

In January 1996, the British 
Columbia Supreme Court ruled 
that Canada Customs had cen¬ 
sored published materials in a 
manner that was “arbitrary, in¬ 
consistent and ... often just plain 
foolishness,” and that customs had 
systematically used the obscenity 
law to harass sexual minorities. 
The government then brought the 
case before the British Columbia 
Court of Appeals, which ruled 2-1 
that legislation allowing customs 
officials to ban sexual materials 
was justified, despite violating the 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 
The dissenting judge in that case 
called the legislation overly vague. 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
challenge began in March 2000. 
This month the justices ruled 6-3 
to uphold the customs legislation. 
According to the ruling, “Parlia¬ 
ment’s legislative objective, which 
is to prevent Canada from being 
inundated with obscene material 
from abroad, is pressing and sub¬ 
stantial, and customs procedures 
are rationally connected to that 
objective.” The three dissenting 
judges recommended that the 
customs legislation be struck 
down entirely, saying that it re¬ 
sulted in “an appalling level of 
over-censorship.” 

Canadian obscenity law is 
based on the 1992 Regina v. Butler 
decision, which prohibits material 
that is found to be degrading to 
women. The law prohibits “.. .de¬ 
pictions or descriptions of sex 
with violence, submission, coer¬ 
cion, ridicule ... which appear to 
be associating sexual pleasure or 
gratification with pain and suffer¬ 
ing.” 

Similar legislation has been put 
forth in the U.S. by Catharine 
MacKinnon and Andrea Dworkin. 
The first case prosecuted under the 
law involved a story of consensual 
lesbian SM that appeared in Bad 
Attitude magazine. ▼ 


Hawaii announces 
medical marijuana rules

L ast Tuesday, December 19, 
Hawaii Governor Ben 
Cayetano (D) approved new 
rules regarding medical marijua¬ 
na. The regulations are the result 
of a law passed by the state Legis¬ 
lature and signed by Cayetano this 
past June. The rules will take effect 
on December 28. 

Under the new rules, certified 
patients will be allowed to posses 
up to three ounces of marijuana 
and grow up to seven cannabis

plants. Doctors will be able to get 
certification for patients who use 
marijuana for qualifying “debili¬ 
tating” medical conditions such as 
cancer and AIDS. 

Growing or possessing mari¬ 
juana for other than medical pur¬ 
poses will remain illegal under 
Hawaiian state law, and all mari¬ 
juana possession and use remains 
illegal under federal laws. Accord¬ 
ing to Ted Sakai, director of 
Hawaii’s Department of Public 
Safety, the state is “seeking to re¬ 
solve the conflict” with the federal 
government. 

Hawaii is the only state in which 
the legislature has passed a medic¬ 
inal cannabis law. Eight states have 
passed medical marijuana laws by 
citizen initiatives, including Cali¬ 
fornia, which passed Proposition 
215 in 1996, and Nevada and Col¬ 
orado, which passed such laws in 
last month’s election. ▼

The 
suit asserts that free-speech 
rights were violated by the Ana¬ 
heim Union High School District 
when it censored gay biographies 
in the school library. The district 
is located in Orange County, 
south of Los Angeles. 

Ten books were removed by 
district officials from the Or¬ 
angeview library in September. 
Those books have been held in 
the district’s offices ever since. 
Orangeview’s librarians want to 
get the books back. The biogra¬ 
phies, written for youth 14 years 
and older, are entitled Lives of 
Notable Gay Men and Lesbians. 
The gays and lesbians written 
about in the series include tennis 


star Martina Navratilova, econo¬ 
mist John Maynard Keynes, and 
authors Willa Cather and James 
Baldwin. 

“Unfortunately,” said Or¬ 
angeview librarian Chris Enter¬ 
line, “I have heard Orangeview 
students using epithets such as 
‘faggot’ as insults and using the 
expression, ‘that’s so gay,’ to 
imply that an idea or action is 
foolish or ridiculous. Books such 
as Lives of Notable Gay Men and 
Lesbians can play an important 
role in helping to create a school 
environment in which homo¬ 
phobia, like racism and other bi¬ 
ases, is addressed and chal¬ 
lenged,” Enterline added. 

Martha Matthews, lawyer 
with the ACLU of Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia, said, “We all know why 
these books have been banned. 
The books were banned because 
the words gay and lesbian appear 
on the front cover. The books 
were banned because they had a 


positive statement to make to 
kids about gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple, because gay or lesbian peo¬ 
ple - in the eyes of some - can¬ 
not possibly be role models or 
heroes.” Matthews stressed that 
“the books were banned, in 
short, because of deep-seated 
prejudice.” 

Matthews is the ACLU’s 
Bohnett attorney, a staff attorney 
position funded by philan¬ 
thropist David Bohnett to ad¬ 
vance LGBT civil rights. “At its 
core, this kind of suppression is 
anti-democratic and antithetical 
to the mission of a school and, 
particularly, of a school library, 
which is to encourage inquiry 
and broaden minds,” said 
Matthews. “This kind of censor¬ 
ship is offensive, cowardly, and 
damaging to students.” 

The Orangeview library has 
over 15 other biographical series 
that profile the lives of African 
Americans, Latinos and Latinas, 


Asian Americans, women, and 
persons with disabilities. Only 
the books about famous gays and 
lesbians were singled out and re¬ 
moved from the library by dis¬ 
trict officials. 

“I have an older brother in 
high school who is gay,” said 
plaintiff Daniel Doe [a pseudo¬ 
nym]. “I think that having books 
in the library about famous peo¬ 
ple who are gay or lesbian would 
help me and other students learn 
that gay people can be successful 
in life, and learn not to be preju¬ 
diced.” 

Public school students have 
rights under the First Amend¬ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution, 
and the California Constitution. 
Schools can decide that library 
books are age-appropriate and 
have educational value. But they 
may not ban books because of 
viewpoints or ideas expressed in 
the books. 

Under California law, schools 



is welcome.

cannot discriminate against stu¬ 
dents, or tolerate student- 
against-student harassment, on 
the basis of actual or perceived 
sexual orientation. 

Two sentences in the district’s 
“Spirit of Learning” mission 
statement are: “We believe in re¬ 
spect and appreciation of the 
commonalty and diversity of in¬ 
dividuals and groups. We believe 
in the values that support ethical 
decision-making, positive role 
modeling, and a commitment to 
professionalism.” 

According to the American 
Library Association, two chil¬ 
dren’s books about gay and les¬ 
bian families are among the top 
10 books banned in the U.S. In 
1999, there were about 500 at¬ 
tempts to remove books from li¬ 
braries on the grounds that they 
“promoted homosexuality,” ac¬ 
cording to the ACLU. T

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Ashes to ashes 


P resident-elect George W. Bush’s selec¬ 
tion last week of outgoing Missouri 
Senator John Ashcroft to serve as his 
attorney general left us stunned and angry. 
Unfortunately, Bush hasn’t even been sworn 
in as the nation’s 43rd president, and al¬ 
ready, the signs are unmistakable - he’s no 
“compassionate conservative.” 

After choosing more moderate Republi¬ 
cans for several top administrative and cab¬ 
inet posts - retired General Colin Powell for 
secretary of state, Paul O’Neill for treasury 
secretary, and New Jersey Governor Christie 
Whitman for administrator of the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency - Bush acqui¬ 
esced to the howls of protest from the ex¬ 
treme conservative wing that they were un¬ 
happy with many of his selections; many of 
them said that the choices weren’t conserv¬ 
ative enough. “The trust is growing thin,” re¬ 
ligious broadcaster Pat Robertson declared 
last week on his The 700 Club television 
show. And, several social conservatives par¬ 
ticipated in a conference call with Bush’s 
chief strategist, Karl Rove, presumably to 
voice their displeasure. 

Suddenly, Bush was in Austin with 
Ashcroft by his side* as the announcement 
was made. Bush called Ashcroft “a man of 
deep conviction.” Well, we certainly don’t 
agree with Ashcroft’s convictions. After all, 
Ashcroft is one of the most conservative 
senators; that he lost his re-election bid last 
month to a dead man - the late Governor 
Mel Carnahan - made us happy at the 
thought that Ashcroft would soon be leav¬ 
ing the political stage. Not any more. 

Instead, if confirmed by the Senate 
(which is highly likely though there will 
probably be some heated arguments), 
Ashcroft will preside over the Justice De¬ 
partment with a sorry record on civil rights. 
“With the possible exception of Jesse Helms, 

I do not believe anyone in the United States 
Senate has a more abysmal record on civil 
rights and civil liberties,” lamented Ralph 
Neas, president of the People for the Amer¬ 
ican Way. “This nomination is an insult to 
every person who is committed to our na¬ 
tion’s promise of equal justice for all.” 

And that promise includes equal justice 
for gays and lesbians, as well as African 
Americans and other minority groups. No¬ 
tably, while in the Senate, Ashcroft led the 
fight against Bill Lann Lee, who was nomi¬ 
nated to head the Justice Department’s Civil 


Rights Division. Lee eventually took office 
on an interim appointment. 

Ashcroft was also criticized during his 
unsuccessful re-election campaign for his 
role in defeating the nomination for 
a federal judgeship of Missouri 
Supreme Court Judge Ronnie 
White, the first black member of , 
that state’s highest court. 

Ashcroft said he opposed White 
because he considered his record to 
be soft on criminals; but, it was report¬ 
ed last week that several black leaders 
said they felt there were racist 
overtones in the defeat of 
White. While Ashcroft assailed 
White as the most anti-death 
penalty judge on the state Supreme Court, 
the record shows that White had voted to af¬ 
firm the death penalty in 41 of the 59 cases 
that came before him. In 10 of the 18 cases 
in which White voted against imposing the 
death penalty, he was in the company of a 
unanimous court. That’s hardly being “soft 


on crime,” unless you’re using a dictionary 
written by Ashcroft himself. 

So it looks as though progress in civil 
rights will be severely curtailed under Bush. 
The attorney general is one of the most im¬ 
portant and high profile posts in an ad¬ 
ministration. The department plays a 
crucial role in nominations for feder¬ 
al judges and Supreme Court justices, 
not to mention enforcement of civil 
rights laws and other matters. 

And look how Bush handled it: he 
bowed to the religious right and se¬ 
lected one of their stars, some¬ 
one who has a zero percent 
voting record according to the 
Human Rights Campaign’s 
scorecard and a 100 percent voting record 
according to the Christian Coalition. It 
doesn’t take a rocket scientist to figure out 
which way the country’s going to move 
under Bush; with Ashcroft’s nomination for 
attorney general, it has already lurched to 
the right. ▼ 




Clinical trial funding needed now

A fter watching CBS’ 60 Minutes that 
aired on December 12,1 am a man 
living with AIDS who is now more 
concerned with the humanity of people 
than I have ever been before. The television 
show told us of a man, Dr. Don Francis, 
who works with a very large corporation 
called Genentech, located in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Area. He has diligently been work¬ 
ing on a vaccine for HIV/AIDS, called GP- 
120. He has been working on this vaccine 
for over 10 years and so far has a proven 
track record in developing this vaccine. 
Years ago he worked with Dr. Jonas Salk - a 
name we should all revere and hold close to 
our hearts, for this is the man who created 
the vaccine for polio. Francis knows the 
horrors of death inflicted by HIV, and he 
knows the miracles of hope that can happen 
with persistence and dedication. In my 
opinion, this is a man this world should 
stand up and applaud for the work he does. 
He believes he is very close to developing the 
vaccine which could cure millions upon 
millions of people throughout the world 
who can still - and probably will - become 
infected with the HIV disease. 

It seems to me that the pharmaceutical 
companies as well as politicians from the 
Reagan administration to the present ad¬ 
ministration have done very little to fund 
this research which needs money - lots of 
money - to bring it to fruition. In the 1950s 
it was the number one priority to find a cure 
for polio which was crippling men, women, 
and children throughout the world, so why 
is it any less important to find a cure or vac¬ 


cine for this dreaded disease of AIDS? 

The National Institutes of Health has re¬ 
peatedly refused to give money for clinical 
trials to begin for his work. I ask, “Why?” Is 
it because there’s big money to be made in 
creating medications that only work some¬ 
times or for short period of time or not at 
all? My monthly anti-viral medications cost 
in excess of $1,845. Fortunately, I belong to 
an HMO, but what happens to me 
when my HMO decides to put a cap 
on what can be spent on me for 
these medications? The answer is 
simple: the HIV virus in my body 
will begin to replicate, and eventu¬ 
ally ravage my entire body to the 
point that I will become suscepti¬ 
ble to every possible in¬ 
fection and even ineligi¬ 
ble for any future possible 
anti-viral drugs. I will de¬ 
velop cancers - not just one, but many - and 
after that, I will die from a horrific death 
that only AIDS and cancer can do to a per¬ 
son. I know, for I have watched numerous 
friends go through the dying process and I 
have lived to watch a former partner die. It 
is not pretty and it is not something anyone 
of any age should have to endure. 

I am going to eventually die anyway, but 
why does the process have to be pushed up 
when I am at such a young age all because 
the people at NIH who have the ability to 
give money to these clinical trials - and 
don’t? This will be the reason I die. 

In just about every magazine you pick up 
today there is an advertisement showing 
people living longer while taking the current 
antiviral drugs. What you don’t see, howev¬ 
er, in the fine print on the next page of the 


advertisement is the fact essentially stating 
that the drug does not cure HIV/AIDS and 
can in fact lead to horrible side effects that 
are so debilitating to some people, that this 
in itself will often bring upon complications 
resulting in death. 

If there is the slightest possibility in this 
drug called GP-120, why wouldn’t the gov¬ 
ernment and the NIH put every resource 
they had into producing the clinical trials to 
allow me and every other person affected 
with HIV to live another 10, 20, or even 30 
years? 

How many of you can say you 
know someone personally or 
| that you have a friend who 
knows someone who has AIDS? 
Whether you are gay or 
straight, male or female, 
this can happen to you. 

I live as a celibate man, 
because I know it’s the only way to make 
sure this disease stops with me. My heart 
goes out to every person infected with this 
disease, because it doesn’t just affect the per¬ 
son who has it, but it all too often devastates 
co-workers, friends, and families of these 
people who live with HIV/AIDS. 

I ask you America, do something about 
it. Write to the president of the United States, 
the administrators of NIH, your representa¬ 
tives in Congress, and your state legislators. 
After all, you put them in their jobs. Demand 
that they do something to request and allo¬ 
cate more money in the fight against this 
dreaded and dismal disease. Tell the NIH to 
start allocating money for human clinical 
trials for GP-120 and every other possible 
cure to eradicate this disease as we have done 
with previous worldwide diseases. ▼

I read with interest Mr. Scott Sproat’s letter in last 
week’s B.A.R. about his offense at Showtime’s new 
production Queer as Folk. Perhaps I can offer some 
insight. 

The original Queer as Folk and its sequel told of the 
lives of gay men and their somewhat dysfunctional 
families in Manchester, England. In Manchester, a 
blue collar town to its core, there is a particular ex¬ 
pression among the population “There’s now’t so 
queer as folk.” The approximate translation is “There 
is nothing so.unusual as people.” The word “queer” in 
this usage does not refer to homosexuals but to ordi¬ 
nary people. After the series had aired the author, Rus¬ 
sell T. Davies sold rights to it to Showtime.

Showtime also decided to film the original British 
script as the series pilot. Showtime very obviously 
wants a great deal of viewership on this ground¬ 
breaking (in the U.S.) series and hopes to ride the 
British version’s coattails to success. The decision to 


keep the original name must have generated more 
than a few headaches at Showtime. If they change the 
title they risk losing the connection to the success of 
the British version. They obviously kept the title and 
are no doubt fully prepared for any reaction such as 
Mr. Sproat’s. I find myself wondering how many of 
the big shots at Showtime even know what Queer as 
Folk means. I hope this version is as wildly successful 
as the original. Regardless of the name, it will sink or 
swim on its own merits.

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Sweet homophobes 
and conflicted lefties

1 n 2000, many developments 

affected gay life in America: 
< the election, Vermont civil 
unions, the Boy Scouts controver¬ 
sy, the Millennium March on 
Washington, and much more. So 
much happened that it was hard 
to find time to write about a host 
of other matters deserving atten¬ 
tion. Here are five subjects that 
might have made good 
columns, but that I just 
couldn’t fit in. 

1. Natural homosex¬ 
uals. Two new studies 
supported the idea that ho¬ 
mosexuality is uncho- 
sen. In one, re¬ 
searchers determined 
that gays are more 
likely to be left-hand¬ 
ed than heterosexuals, a finding 
they said indicates sexual orienta¬ 
tion may be set at birth. Another 
study documented differences in 
brain responses of homosexuals 
and heterosexuals to sound. These 
researchers concluded gay women 
process sound in a “masculinized” 
way (that is, more like straight 
men than straight women); gay 
men do so in a “hyper-masculin¬ 
ized” way. The researchers said 
this added to the growing body of 
evidence that homosexuality is 
not a “social-political choice.” 

To the extent studies like these 
suggest homosexual orientation 
isn’t chosen, they may help per¬ 
suade some gay-rights skeptics. 
But societies understandably dis¬ 
favor even unchosen behavior 
considered harmful. So there’ll 
likely be no scientific bullet for the 
social and legal barriers gays face. 
We still have to convince the 
country that, as pioneering gay 
advocate Frank Kameny auda¬ 
ciously put it, gay is good. 

2. Sweet homophobes. Not long 
ago a study found that gay porn 
sexually arouses men with strong¬ 
ly anti-gay views. Hold that 
thought for a moment. 

This year John Paulk, a promi¬ 
nent leader in the ex-gay move¬ 
ment, was caught chatting up pa¬ 
trons in Mr. P’s, a rather frisky gay 
bar in Washington, D.C. Paulk ex¬ 
plained that he had only stopped 
in to use the bathroom, but was 
less forthcoming about why he 
stayed for almost an hour. 

Mr. Paulk undoubtedly has a 
ready heterosexual explanation 
for his whereabouts. Still, one 
wonders, is there an anti-gay 
leader in America who doesn’t 
have a little sugar in his pants? 

3. Venomous rappers. The most 
misogynist, racist, and anti-gay 
class of music in the country, rap 
has branched out from its African 


American origins to appeal to 
droves of unaccountably angry, 
suburban white teenagers. Their 
messiah this year was the white 
rapper Eminem, whose Marshall 
Mathers LP album had the sec¬ 
ond-highest sales debut ever. The 
album got rave reviews for its re¬ 
puted originality and articulate¬ 
ness. 

Here’s one original and articu¬ 
late selection from Eminem’s lat¬ 
est work: “You faggots keep 
egging me on/ Till I have you 
at knifepoint/ Then you 
beg me to stop.” Asked 
about the constant refer¬ 
ences to “faggots” in his 
lyrics, Eminem explained to 
Rolling Stone that “‘fag¬ 
got’ to me doesn’t 
necessarily mean gay 
people. ‘Faggot’ to 
me just means ... 
taking away your manhood. 
You’re a sissy.” So Eminem only 
hates effeminate men, which must 
sound comforting to those with 
hyper-masculinized hearing. 

Eminem’s primitive messages 
and rhymes appeal to the group - 
young men - most likely to prey on 


bashing by one of them to get crit¬ 
ics to stop fawning over this puerile 
stuff. We shouldn’t ban hate speech 
by people like Eminem, but we 
should shame these knuckle-drag- 
gers back into their caves. 

4. Anguished Protestants. It 
took Christianity centuries to deal 
with issues like slavery and the sta¬ 
tus of women. The .old views on 
these subjects, now an embarrass¬ 
ment, once enjoyed universal sup¬ 
port among Protestant denomi¬ 
nations. 

Today these same churches are 
riven by homosexuality. This year 
the Methodists, Presbyterians, and 
Episcopalians confronted issues 
ranging from same-sex marriage 
to the ordination of openly gay 
clergy. 

Despite the vaunted wall of 
separation of church and state, al¬ 


most every important social 
struggle in America comes down 
to a fight for souls. Religious faith 
gave sustenance to both pro-slav¬ 
ery and abolitionist causes, to 
both segregationist and integra- 
tionist groups. It is arming both 
sides in the culture war over gay 
equality, too. 

5. Conflicted lefties. Progres¬ 
sives say they believe in expanding 
civil rights for everybody. They 
forget that expanding civil rights 
for one group may erode the civil 
rights of another. This year’s Boy 
Scouts case - pitting one group’s 
interest in equality against anoth¬ 
er’s freedom of association - is the 
most prominent recent example 
of that. 

But consider a less well-known 
case. In Canada this year, a male- 
to-female transsexual charged dis¬ 
crimination against a rape crisis 
counseling center for refusing to 
grant her a volunteer position 
dealing with rape victims. Con¬ 
cerned about inflicting further 
emotional trauma on its clients, 
the center prohibits men and 
transgendered women from coun¬ 
seling rape victims. Despite the 


center’s plea that the litigation was 
draining scarce resources from its 
efforts to help rape victims, a judge 
declined to dismiss the lawsuit. 

As the number and scope of 
anti-discrimination laws expand, 
other cases will test their reach. 
Under what circumstances should 
the law be able to command peo¬ 
ple not to discriminate? The left’s 
answer so far - “all” - seems in¬ 
creasingly unbalanced and, dare I 
say it, insensitive. 

Of course, what would I know 
about the left? T

gays. It may yet take a nasty gay- 
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George W. Bush’s 
questionable presidency

s the nation’s popular vote 
lead for Vice President Al 
Gore continues to pile up - 
now nearing the 550,000 mark - 
George W. Bush, the Republican 
“winner” of the November 7 ria- 
. tional election, prepares to be¬ 
come the country’s 43rd presi¬ 
dent. 

Never mind that the current 
post-election inspection of Flori¬ 
da’s ballots is expected to eventu¬ 
ally confirm that Gore won that 
banana republic by possibly as 
much as 35,000 votes, because it 
has now been revealed (and con¬ 
firmed) that U.S. Supreme 
Court Justice Sandra 
Day O’Connor was so 
upset during an election 
night party in D.C. when 
she heard erroneous re¬ 
ports that Florida had 
been declared by the 
networks for Gore 
that she angrily 
declared “this 
is terrible,” be¬ 
cause with 
Gore having already won other 
key states like Michigan and 
Pennsylvania, the election was, 
according to Justice O’Connor, 
“over.” 

O’Connor was said to have 
been so angry that she stormed 
from the room leaving her hus¬ 
band John to hastily explain to 
others why the lifelong Republi¬ 
can was so upset at the thought of 
a Democrat winning the election. 
Needless to say, O’Connor, 70, the 
former Republican majority 
leader of the Arizona Senate, got 
her revenge weeks later as she was 
among the five conservative 
Supreme Court justices who voted 
in favor of ending the Florida re¬ 
count, a decision that effectively 
quashed Gore’s chances at over¬ 
coming Bush in the battle for 
Florida, and the White House. 

No doubt about it that Gore 
and his campaign operatives were 
not only eventually done in by a 
mere five-vote majority of the 
high court - all of whom were ap¬ 
pointed by Republican presidents, 
it must be pointed out - but Gore 
was also badly outdone in Florida, 
a state that is destined to be the 
butt of jokes for decades, and was, 
just incidentally, controlled by 
Bush’s brother, Florida Governor 
Jeb Bush from the Statehouse to 
the county courthouses. The New 
York Times revealed last week that 
from the very morning after the 
November 7 election, Jeb Bush 
took an intense and passionate in¬ 
terest in the battle to save Florida 
for George W., notwithstanding 
Jeb’s highly-touted effort to strike 
a low public profile. 

Brother Jeb immediately set 
about offering detailed guidance 
to his brother’s array of attorneys 
on how to navigate the political 
thicket that was South Florida, 
even providing important infor¬ 
mation and insight about numer¬ 
ous local county officials who 
would eventually determine his 
brother’s political future. The 
Times reported that Jeb Bush en¬ 
listed dozens of Republican polit¬ 
ical operatives to move into the 
disputed counties in the days im¬ 
mediately after the election and 
within 24 hours after Election 
Day, six of the Florida governor’s 
top political aides took unpaid 
leave to join the effort against 


Gore, dealing with everything 
from briefing the press to further 
briefing George W. Bush’s many 
out-of-town lawyers on Florida 
election law. 

Though Jeb Bush, in his annu¬ 
al year-end press conference with 
Florida political reporters, 
claimed only last week (after the 
high court had already anointed 
George W.) that he had “tried 
hard” to detach himself from the 
massive Florida political effort 
that eventually gained the presi¬ 
dency for his brother, the reach of 
Jeb Bush and the Florida Republi¬ 
can Party connection all the way 
down to minor county party affil¬ 
iates is now becoming clear. 

The Florida Republican 
Party, run by an attor¬ 
ney friend of Jeb 
Bush’s, was turned 
overnight into a full- 
fledged operative 
arm of the Bush ef¬ 
fort; it turned over the 
entire three floor 
building of the 
state GOP 
headquarters 
to Bush’s 
lawyers and strategists, led by 
James A. Baker, the former sec¬ 
retary of state, and Benjamin 
Ginsberg, the general counsel of 
the Bush campaign. However, in 
the end, despite everything, it was 
Justice O’Connor and the four 
other conservative high court 
members who, perhaps sensing 
that the Jeb Bush-led operation in 
Florida might eventually fail, 
swiftly overruled the Florida 
Supreme Court and promptly 
took control of the presidential 
election outcome. You know, I al¬ 
ways believed it was the president 
who picked members of the U.S. 
Supreme Court, not the other way 
around. 

Politics and people 

As for the popular vote totals 
that Gore continues to rack up 
over Bush, the Republicans in 
Washington seem to be getting in¬ 
creasingly sensitive over the fact. 
When U.S. Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein (D) appeared on a recent 
CNN Larry King Live show with 
Virginia Senator John Warner 
(R), Feinstein mentioned during 
the hourlong show that while she 
fully recognized Bush as the next 
president, she also recognized the 
fact that Gore had decisively won 
the popular vote. Bam! Warner 
quickly hit the roof, berated Fein¬ 
stein for even mentioning it, and 
the annoyed Warner remained in 
a snit through the rest of the show. 
Nope, you won’t be hearing much 
from the Republicans that their 
man Bush was not the favorite of 
most American voters on Election 
Day. 

And what about Ralph Nader, 
the ego-driven do-gooder from 
DuPont Circle whose Florida 
votes alone (more than 50,000) 
definitely helped make Bush the 
next president? Look for a smiling 
Nader at the January inaugural. 

Miami newspapers report that 
Florida Secretary of State Kather¬ 
ine Harris is still angling openly 
for a cushy ambassadorship as 
thanks for her underhanded an¬ 
tics in the Florida election snafu. 
Forget about it Katherine; with 50 
of the U.S. Senate members now 
Democratic, you’ll never see con¬ 
firmation. 

Meanwhile, President-elect 
Bush’s controversial appointment 


of outgoing Missouri Senator 
John Ashcroft, the anti-gay, pro¬ 
life conservative, to become attor¬ 
ney general is clearly a move to 
appease the Gary Bauer-Pat 
Robertson-Jesse HelmsJerry 
Falwell wing of the Republican 
Party; these hate-mongers kept 
unusually quite during the Bush 
campaign (anything to get the 
White House back for the Repub¬ 
licans) but it is now the payoff 
hour “big-time,” and Bush, with 
the usual wink and a nod has 
started to deliver. 

Locally, her friends say she 
wants to stay in politics, hence the 
reason for Oakland’s former As¬ 
semblywoman Audie Bock, who 
once represented the East Bay’s 
16th District as a Green Party 
member, switching her party affil¬ 
iation recently from independent 
to Democrat. 

Former SF Supervisor Willie 
Kennedy, a member of the BART 
board since 1996, will become 
president of that board’s directors 
for 2001. 

To be sure, the recent supervi¬ 
sorial runoffs were a political set¬ 
back for Mayor Willie Brown 
since all but one of those he en¬ 
dorsed were defeated. However, 
this is not a mayor to be underes¬ 
timated - not by a long shot. 
Brown is a very smart politician 
and all is not lost for this mayor. 

Look for Tom Ammiano to be 
elected by the new Board of Supes 
as its president when they are 
sworn in come January 8. 

And about those news stories 
having District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan escort actor Woody 
Harrelson on a tour of the city’s 
cannabis clubs, can anyone be sur¬ 
prised? Meanwhile, the Recorder 
newspaper has Hallinan threaten¬ 
ing to run again in three years. 
Hallinan: “I think this job is com¬ 
ing together (after five years, it 
should be, Mr. Hallinan) and I 
want to be in a position in three 
years to take a look at it and decide 
whether to run again.” Kamala 
Harris, Bill Fazio, or a very popu¬ 
lar judge I know of, might have 
something to say about Hallinan’s 
political future in three years. 

If Californians are looking for 
someone in particular to blame 
for the upcoming high electricity 
rates, look no further than to state 
Senator Steve Peace (D-Chula 
Vista), the architect of the 1966 
deregulation plan. Peace played a 
key role as the negotiator of the 
1996 bill that scrapped 80 years of 
state control over California’s 
three big utilities in favor of a 
marketplace in which private 
companies own power plants and 
competition sets the price of elec¬ 
tricity. Senator Peace will be 
termed out of office in 2002 and is 
reportedly thinking of then run¬ 
ning for California secretary of 
state; forget it fella. 

And finally, my final “Quote of 
the Week” for this year, from U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice John Paul 
Stevens, in his scathing dissent 
from the majority opinion of the 
court, which effectively named 
George W. Bush as the 43rd presi¬ 
dent of the United States. Stevens 
said: “We may never know with 
complete certainty the identity of 
the winner of this year’s presiden¬ 
tial election, but the identity of the 
loser is perfectly clear. It is the na¬ 
tion’s confidence in the judge as 
an impartial guardian of the rule 
of law.”

Let’s move on, shall we?

( don’t know about anyone else, 
but I’ll be glad to move onto 
2001 . 

This has been a difficult year 
for me. I’ve gone through a rather 
stressful move, some illness, and a 
few personal losses since last Jan¬ 
uary. In fact, I feel like I’ve 
spent all of this millennial 
year rushing headlong from 
one crisis to another. It’s 
not the way I would pre¬ 
fer to spend my time. 

To be honest, there 
have been more 
than a couple 
bright spots in 
the year for me, 
not the least of them being the 
start of the column you are now 
reading. But I have even higher 
hopes for next year. 

I’m not the only one who has 
had it rough in 2000. There’s 
Christie Lee Littleton: a transsex¬ 
ual woman who lost her appeal of 
a malpractice suit she filed against 
the doctor who treated her late 
husband. Not only that, but she 
also ended up with her birth cer¬ 
tificate voided by Texas’ 4th Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals, legally leav¬ 
ing her as a male in spite of hor¬ 
monal and surgical intervention, 
and her own self-identity. Anoth¬ 
er transsexual woman, J’Noel Gar¬ 
diner of Kansas, faced similar 
trouble this year, struggling in 
court to keep her part of the in¬ 
heritance left by her husband. 

Both of the above were partial¬ 
ly decided thanks to Defense Of 
Marriage Act-style laws against 
same-sex marriage, and mark 
some of the earliest challenges 
under such discriminatory 
statutes. But other transgendered 
people took DOMA laws the other 
way, such as Robin and Jessica 
Wicks, who got married in Texas 
due to the same sort of decision 
that went against Christie Lee. We 
have yet to see how our own 
Proposition 22 will affect Califor¬ 
nia’s transgendered people. 

This year’s legal issues have not 
only been about transsexuals and 
marriages. Peter Oiler was a truck- 
driver for the Winn-Dixie super¬ 
market chain. He was fired last 
January after 21 years of employ¬ 
ment, because he cross-dresses off 
the job. Things weren’t much bet¬ 
ter at Wal-Mart either, where a 
former cashier was awarded $2.1 
million for being terminated over 
her transsexuality. The decision 


was later thrown out after Wal- 
Mart claimed that they didn’t 
know they were being sued. How 
you do not know is beyond me. 

Or consider the case of Aurora 
Lipscomb, a child who was re¬ 
moved from hir parents by 
Franklin County Ohio Children 
Services. Se was taken into cus¬ 
tody because Aurora’s parents 
were allowing hir to live as a 
girl. 

There was even a case 
in Minnesota, revolving 
around an issue that 
transgendered people 
often face - which bath¬ 
room can be 
used. At current 
Julienne Goins 
has won her 
case, but her former employer 
may still appeal. 

Another employer - the Boston 
transit agency, 

MBTA - solved 
the bath¬ 
room issue 
by refurbish¬ 
ing a former 
porter’s closet 
into a private third 
bathroom, at a cost of 
$8,000. No word if they 
have decided that trans¬ 
gendered people also 
need separate 
drinking foun¬ 
tains, or 
should sit 
toward the 
back of 
Boston transit 
vehicles. 

Of course, there are many 
transgendered people who. fared 
even worse than the above. People 
such as Amanda Milan, Keith 
Jackson, and Alina Barragan, who 
are part of the 18 reported anti¬ 
transgender deaths this year. 

There was some justice to be 
had in some older cases, such as 
the 1995 death of Tyra Hunter, 
who was refused life-saving treat¬ 
ment and mocked by Washington, 
D.C., caregivers. They settled the 
case, to the tune of $1.75 million. 

Not all of the community’s 
losses this year were caused by ha¬ 
tred. We saw the passage of Kim 
Stuart, author of The Uninvited 
Dilemma , and Lee Brewster, the 
founder of the 1970s organization 
Queens Liberation Front. Locally, 
we lost Marcelle Cook-Daniels, 
who was well loved amongst the 
local FTM community. 

There has also been more 
awareness of transgender deaths 


this year, led by Oscar-winner 
Boys Dont Cry. Although it and 
Pedro Almodovar’s All About My 
Mother were recognized at the 
Academy Awards, there weren’t 
many other studios cashing in on 
the trend with their own trans¬ 
gender plot lines. The focus 
seemed to be in books, with John 
Colapinto’s As Nature Made Him 
and Chris Bohjalian’s Trans-Sister 
Radio leading a large pack of 
trans-related texts. 

Transgendered people were 
also a little more numerous dur¬ 
ing the elections. The Democratic 
National Convention hosted a 
transgender delegate, Jane Fee, 
while Vermont saw a transsexual 
woman, Karen Kerin, run for the 
United States Congress - as a Re¬ 
publican. We also saw this trend in 
local politics, with Joan Rough- 
garden and Denise D’Anne run¬ 
ning for supervisor seats in San 
Francisco. 

In local politics, we also saw 
the formation of the Transgender 
Civil Rights Implementation 
Task Force, and the 
Transgender Political 
Caucus. The latter 
backed several candi¬ 
dates in the superviso¬ 
rial elections, and I’m 
proud to say that, 
all but one of 
the endorsed 
candidates 
won. 

So why 
do I look 
forward to 
2001, even with 
a lot of positive 
happenings this year? 

Simple: maybe in 2001 we will 
see Aurora Lipscomb where she 
belongs. 

Maybe we will see Peter Oiler 
and Julienne Goins gain final 
judgments in their favor. While it 
seems to be too late for Christie 
Lee Littleton’s case, maybe J’Noel 
Gardiner’s appeal will be success¬ 
ful, possibly making things a little 
easier for the next Littleton. And 
until then, maybe we will see more 
courageous folks like Jessica and 
Robin Wicks. 

Perhaps people will finally get 
beyond worrying about which 
bathroom a transgendered person 
can use in the workplace. 

Maybe - just maybe - we can 
see those who kill people like 
Alina Barriagan brought to jus¬ 
tice. 

And that is something to look 
forward to. ▼ 
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concert “Equality Rocks” with 
some big name draws donating 
their talent. HRC pulled in a fist- 
full of cash from the concert. 

Supporters and opponents put 
out conflicting numbers on how 
many people attended the main 
event on the Mall on April 30. 
Whichever number was more ac¬ 
curate, the crowd clearly was 
smaller than that at the last such 
event, in 1993. 

Equally disturbing were 
charges that someone had ab¬ 
sconded with huge sums of 
money from the concession area 
that the MMOW had been count¬ 
ing on to pay the bills. MMOW 
officials initially suggested that as 
much as a million dollars was 
missing, a figure that upon closer 
scrutiny seemed to be a rather 
gross exaggeration, but one that 
matched their debt. The FBI in¬ 
vestigated but no charges ever 


were filed on this “grand” larceny. 

As the year ended, HRC and 
gay online companies forgave 
close to a half million dollars that 
they loaned the MMOW. That left 
the organization about a half mil¬ 
lion dollars in debt to vendors 
who did much of the actual work 
at the event. 

Gay media acquisitions 

Last year the Advocate pur¬ 
chased the financially troubled 
Out, putting the nation’s two 
largest gay magazines under the 
same ownership. Then in the 
spring, the online company Plan- 
etOut announced an agreement in 
principle to acquire the parent 
company that publishes the two 
glossies as well as porn magazines. 
In November, the two biggest on¬ 
line sites competing for LGBT In¬ 
ternet surfers, PlanetOut.com and 
Gay.com, announced a merger of 
their empires. It seemed that all of 
nation’s major gay media would 
soon have a single owner. Plan- 
etOut president Megan Smith 


raved about gays and lesbians as “a 
large group of customers.” She 
salivated at the prospect of offer¬ 
ing them “a wide diversity of 
products and product offerings.” 

All of these companies, now 
coalescing as one, had been major 
backers of the MMOW and HRC. 
Not to be outdone, the folks who 
brought you “Equality Rocks” 
have created “equality shops,” 
though they have yet to be so 
brazen as to call it that. 

This fall, HRC opened a store 
in the Dupont Circle neighbor¬ 
hood of Washington, D.C., a pro¬ 
totype for what they hope to be a 
string of shops in gay ghettos 
across the nation. They hope to 
lure customers with trendy T- 
shirts and baseball caps that bear 
their logo, collecting names to add 
to their list for marketing politics 
and apparel. 

It further blurs the line be¬ 
tween movement and market. It 
leaves one wondering what gays 
are fighting for, equal rights or the 
equal right to shop? ▼ 
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Cummings criticizing the lack of 
advertising from companies like 
Abercrombie & Fitch, who have 
steered clear of the youth-orient¬ 
ed magazine because it is too 
“racy.” PlanetOut claimed the 
story was censored because it so¬ 
licited funds from readers, a direct 
violation of the partnership agree¬ 
ment between the Web site and the 
magazine. Soon after the incident, 
XY severed its Internet ties with 
PlanetOut. 

Two members of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s HIV prevention com¬ 
munity were “outed” on July 13 
for their barebacking practices. 
Both Vince Gaither of the city’s 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil, and Keith Folger of the Stop 
AIDS Project had posted adver¬ 
tisements on Web sites that cater 
to those who prefer sex without 
condoms. The men and other 
community members were quick 
to defend their choices, noting 
that prevention messages must in¬ 
clude harm reduction strategies 
for people who bareback. 

The street-savvy health organi¬ 
zation Breast Cancer Action cel¬ 
ebrated its 10th anniversary on July 
20. With over 500 members and 
supporters, the organization advo¬ 
cates for legislative and policy 
changes both locally and nationally. 

The California Board of Equal¬ 
ization decided that LGBT people 
can receive tax credits for 
their financial roles at home. 
In a 3-2 vote on July 26, the board 
said that a gay person financially 
responsible for a dependent child 
- even one who is not biological - 
can claim “head of household” 
status when filing tax returns. 

August 

Just over a month after the 
biggest queer celebration ever, the 
San Francisco LGBT Pride 
Committee returned over 
$70,000 in revenue to local com¬ 
munity groups. Thirty-two orga¬ 
nizations split the money, raised 
by gate donations from the Pride 
festival on June 25-26. 

African American leaders 
called for Governor Gray Davis to 
sign a racial profiling bill that 
would collect data on the number 
of people of color pulled over by 
police. “Driving While Black or 
Brown” - or “DWB,” as it has 
come to be known, is viewed by 
many as a significant problem in 
California, but Davis claimed bud¬ 
get deficits and a lack of urgency as 
reasons not to support such a law. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden brought home the bacon 
in state budget negotiations, se¬ 
curing $250,000 for the city’s 
GLBT Historical Society of 
Northern California. The money 
will be used to update archives 
and make information more 
widely available o the public. 

Castro gentrification was fi¬ 
nally addressed somewhat, when 
Supervisor Mark Leno’s legislation 
was passed by the board on August 
7 that makes it more difficult for 
chain stores to open in the neigh¬ 
borhood. The new law, among 
other things, reduced the size limit 
of businesses needing a condition¬ 
al use permit from 2500 to 2000 
feet, and set the maximum size for 
new businesses at 4,000 feet. 

A large number of Bay Area ac¬ 
tivists participated in mass 
demonstrations at the Democrat¬ 
ic National Convention in Los 
Angeles on August 15; protesting 
everything from trade policies and 
the criminal justice system to the 
exclusion of a strong civil rights 
platform, the demonstrators 
caused havoc in order to make the 
statement that the nation’s lefties 
were being ignored by a party that

claims to be progressive. 

The brilliance of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Health shone 
through on August 9, when DPH 
Director Dr. Mitchell Katz un¬ 
veiled an “11-point Action Plan” 
that recognized 20 years of pre¬ 
vention messages had largely 
failed his community. The new 
plan, criticized by many for its 
over-simplification of the deci¬ 
sions involved with engaging in 
sex, called for HIV-positive tops to 
use condoms and HIV-negative 
bottoms to insist that their part¬ 
ners wear one. 

DPH also announced the cre¬ 
ation of a new queer youth shel¬ 
ter advisory committee to con¬ 
sist of neighbors, homeless advo¬ 
cates, youth, and business represen¬ 
tatives; the committee would meet 
to discuss reviving the queer youth 
shelter at 2500 Market Street. 

And in yet another strategical¬ 
ly flawed move, San Francisco’s 
DPH decided to remove male 
rectal gonorrhea cases from its 
monthly sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease report. The report, issued Au¬ 
gust 15 and containing data from 
the month of July, contained no 
mention of the disease’s inci¬ 
dence, despite the fact that an al¬ 
leged rise in cases was cited as 
proof of an HIV surge. 

The month brought shivers to 
the spines of every LGBT organi¬ 
zation that had capitalized on one 
of the most well-known lesbian 
relationships in history when ac¬ 
tresses Ellen DeGeneres and 
Anne Heche broke up. Heche 
was found wandering around 
Fresno in an incoherent state on 
August 19; she apparently landed 
on the doorstep of a fan who in¬ 
vited her inside and allowed her to 
shower but eventually called po¬ 
lice when Heche refused to leave. 
The couple that had claimed “for¬ 
ever” just days after their first ren¬ 
dezvous three and a half years ear¬ 
lier had no comment on the 


breakup other than to say it was 
“amicable.” 

A 31-year-old man was 
struck and killed by a hit and run 

driver in the Castro on August 28. 
Barry Gumb, a neighborhood res¬ 
ident, was crossing Market Street at 
16th when an alleged drunk driver 
hit him at approximately 12:45 
a.m. Gumb fought for his life for 
20 hours at San Francisco General 
Hospital before succumbing to 
major head injuries; the driver was 
later apprehended and charged 
with two felonies. 

A San Francisco Grand Jury is¬ 
sued an opinion in favor of South 
of Market night clubs that 
urged the permit process to be 
taken away form the police de¬ 
partment. Police, said the grand 
jury, were unfairly blaming clubs 
for crimes that occurred in the 
surrounding areas. 

And AT&T Broadband made 
a fatal flaw when it posted bill¬ 
boards around San Francisco pro¬ 
moting “Homocide;” the spelling 
error for the television show pro¬ 
motion was later fixed so that 
murder against gays was no longer 
implied. 

September 

Governor Gray Davis’s cabinet 
secretary Susan Kennedy allegedly 
killed transgender non-dis¬ 
crimination legislation when 
she advised lobbyists that the bill 
looked like future “veto bait.” 
Kennedy, a lesbian, refused to con¬ 
firm the rumors that she was the 
one who issued a message to put 
AB2142, a housing and employ¬ 
ment protection bill by Assembly- 
man Fred Keeley (D-Santa Cruz), 
on hold until next session. 

The Dr. Laura show kicked 
off its first broadcast on Septem¬ 
ber 11, and much to the surprise 
of the LGBT community, queer 
“friendly” advertisers included 
PG&E and Kaiser Permanente.

Celebrating the Body Erotic 
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Boy Scouts versus gays

T he Boy Scouts are about as 
American as apple pie, so at¬ 
torney Evan Wolfson greet¬ 
ed the January 14, 2000 decision 
by the U.S. Supreme Court to ac¬ 
cept the case of Boy Scouts of 
America v. Dale with a bit of trep¬ 
idation. After all, Wolfson and the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund had won a powerful 
7-0 decision from the New Jersey 
Supreme Court that past August. 

In that decision, Chief Justice 
Deborah T. Portiz had written, “At 
a most fundamental level, adher¬ 
ence to the principle of equality 
demands that our legal system 
protect the victim of invidious 
discrimination.” The New Jersey 
court ruled that the Boy Scouts 
may not bar gays from member¬ 
ship in that organization. 

The Scouts appealed, and it 
was granted. Oral arguments were 
heard on April 26, and the U.S. 
Supreme Court rendered its deci¬ 
sion on June 28. By a 5 to 4 ma¬ 
jority the court overruled New 
Jersey, declaring that the Boy 
Scouts was a private organization 
with First Amendment rights to 
expressive association. 

Chief Justice William Rehn- 
quist wrote that the state interest 
in this matter did not justify such 
an intrusion by New Jersey on the 
Scouts’ First Amendment protec¬ 
tion. He added, perhaps prophet¬ 
ically, “We are not, as we must not 
be, guided by our views of 
whether the Boy Scouts’ teaching 
with respect to homosexual con¬ 
duct is right or wrong.” 

Upon hearing the decision. 
Lambda attorney Ruth Harlow 
said, “Their leaders and their 
lawyers have convinced five mem¬ 
bers of the Supreme Court that 
the Boy Scouts of America are an 
anti-gay institution. And now they 
have to live with that narrow dis¬ 
criminatory vision.” 

The Boy Scouts have indeed 
found their victory to be a Phyrric 
one. The controversy has only 
grown and spread in the ensuing 
six months, with no sign that it is 
about to abate. 

A political firestorm arose in 
early September when some peo¬ 
ple suggested that President Clin¬ 
ton’s executive order prohibiting 


discrimination on the basis of sex¬ 
ual orientation in federal pro¬ 
grams would ban the Boy Scouts 
from special use of federal lands, 
such as use of the Army base Fort 
A.P. Hill in Virginia for its qua¬ 
drennial Jamboree. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Janet Reno quickly doused it 
by ruling that the executive order 
“does not apply to private organi¬ 
zations that may use federal lands 
for their own training programs.” 

Members of Congress and gay 
elected officials have written to 
Clinton asking him to resign from 
his honorary position as head of 
the Boy Scouts. White House 
spokesmen have said that the 
president has no intention of 
doing so. 

Corporate sponsors seem to be 
made of stronger stuff. Compa¬ 
nies from pant maker Levi Strauss 
& Co. to investment bankers J.P. 
Morgan & Co. have withdrawn 
their financial support. United 
Way campaigns from Portland, 
Maine to Tempe, Arizona have de¬ 
cided that they will no longer fund 
scouting activities. 

School systems from New York 
to Miami to Los Angeles have all 
decided that the newly certified 
homophobia of the Boy Scouts is 
not allowed under their schools’ 
anti-discrimination policies. They 
are acting to sever all ties with the 
organization, some of which in¬ 
clude program contracts worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


The Boy Scouts have struck 
back, filing suit against the school 
system in Miami on December 4, 
claiming that they are the victim 
of discrimination because of the 
views that they hold. The case is 
likely to go to trial in the spring. 

But there is dissension in the 
ranks. Troop 28 in Providence, 
Rhode Island, has declared that 
they will ignore the national poli¬ 
cy on gays. The executive commit¬ 
tee of scouting in New York state 
wrote to the national organization 
in mid-December urging a change 
in the policy, or at least the al¬ 
lowance for local options. Other 
councils throughout the nation 
have voiced their disagreement. 

Even in Akron, Ohio, seldom 
mistaken for a stronghold of “the 
gay agenda,” there has been quiet 
picketing of the annual Boy Scout 
Christmas tree sale. The handful 
of protesters carried signs that 
pointed out the homophobia of 
the Scouts’ policy and urged in¬ 
clusion of all. 

Attorney Wolfson said that lit¬ 
igation may end up being part of 
the answer, but it is far from being 
the whole answer. He called this a 
tremendous opportunity to take 
the moral high ground and speak 
to community leaders and people 
who care deeply about the Boy 
Scouts. “What we have to do is 
help them find the proper action 
in response to a moral injustice,” 
Wolfson said. ▼ 
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from the U.S. Naval Academy 
when he was told to either do that 
or be expelled for being gay. Then 
in May, the Pentagon went after 
him to recover the money spent on 
his education. The Bush adminis¬ 
tration had ended this policy 
known as recoupment but it began 
again under President Clinton. 
Enough of a public stink and pres¬ 
sure from the Congressional Black 
Caucus forced the Pentagon to 
back down, but it waited until the 
very last moment to act. 

Despite Clinton’s claims to dis¬ 
like the anti-gay policy known as 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” his ap¬ 
pointees have been vigorous in 
their defense of the policy. Dis¬ 
charges were up 42 percent, said 
the Servicemembers Legal Defense 
Network in its annual report 
“Conduct Unbecoming.” SLDN’s 
co-director Dixon Osburn said, 
“While the Defense Department 
claims everything is fine, events of 
the past year show that conclusion 
to be a whitewash.” 

Steve May, the Arizona Re¬ 
publican state legislator, is being 


prosecuted for violation of DADT 
for the “telling” that he did on the 
floor of the Assembly during de¬ 
bate on legislation. That was be¬ 
fore May was called up from inac¬ 
tive status to the Army Reserve. 
Once the crisis passed, his prose¬ 
cution began. 

Barney Frank and more than 
20 other members of Congress 
wrote the president saying this 
prosecution was a constitutional 
violation of May’s role as an offi¬ 
cial carrying out a duty of that 
elected office. But Clinton ignored 
this graceful out and continues to 
process May out of the reserves. 
The next step likely will be a fed¬ 
eral court in the new year. 

Health 

AIDS remains a primary con¬ 
cern of the gay community as pro¬ 
tease inhibitors and other drugs 
used in combination therapy 
allow many to treat the deadly dis¬ 
ease as a chronic manageable one. 
But the list of possible long-term 
side effects continued to grow in 
2000. It now includes lipodystro¬ 
phy, or shifting deposits of body 
fat; increased risk for heart attack 
and diabetes; calcium loss leading 
to bone problems; and an in¬ 


creased rate of malignancies such 
as anal cancer and non-Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma. 

Perhaps the most encouraging 
development was the very limited 
initial data that patients might be 
able to cycle off and back onto 
therapy at points during their 
treatment. That could reduce tox¬ 
icity, side effects, and cost, while 
improving quality of life. For 
some, the cycling may be able to 
“teach” their immune system to 
better help control the virus. 

Some public health officials 
fear that complacency about HIV 
has led to an increase in risky be¬ 
havior, especially among young 
men, and with it an increased rate 
of new HIV infections. There is 
some anecdotal evidence to sup¬ 
port those fears, though the data 
is still sketchy. 

To the surprise of many, in Oc¬ 
tober, Congress reauthorized the 
Ryan White CARE Act for an¬ 
other five years. It is the principle 
way the federal government funds 
AIDS services. Credit was largely 
due to the bipartisan efforts of 
arch-conservative Tom Coburn 
(R-Oklahoma) and staunch liberal 
Henry Waxman (D-California).

In phase 3 studies with buffered formulations 
of didanosine, incidence ranged from 1% to 10% with doses higher than are currently recommended 
and 1% to 7% with recommended dose. 

2. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis 

Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have 
been reported with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including 
didanosine and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity 
and prolonged nucleoside exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should be exer¬ 
cised when administering VIDEX EC to any patient with known risk factors for liver disease; however, 
cases have also been reported in patients with no known risk factors. Treatment with VIDEX EC 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of 
lactic acidosis or pronounced hepatotoxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis 
even in the absence of marked transaminase elevations). 

3. Retinal Changes and Optic Neuritis 

Retinal changes and optic neuritis have been reported in patients taking didanosine. 
Periodic retinal examinations should be considered for patients receiving VIDEX EC. (See 

ADVERSE REACTIONS.) 

PRECAUTIONS 

Frequency of Dosing: VIDEX EC should only be administered once daily. There are no data 
on the use of VIDEX EC dosed more frequently than once daily. 

There are limited data to support the long-term durability of response with a once-daily 
dosing regimen of didanosine. Therefore, the preferred didanosine dosing regimen is twice 
daily with a VIDEX buffered formulation. Once-daily dosing with VIDEX EC should be con¬ 
sidered only for adult patients whose management requires once-daily administration of didanosine 
or an alternative didanosine formulation (see Clinical Studies). Consult the prescribing 
information for VIDEX buffered formulations and Pediatric Powder for Oral Solution for 
information on twice-daily dosing. 

VIDEX EC should be taken on an empty stomach. 

Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the hands or feet, has been reported in patients receiving didanosine therapy. Peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy has occurred more frequently in patients with advanced HIV disease, in patients with 
a history of neuropathy, or in patients being treated with neurotoxic drug therapy, including stavu¬ 
dine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS) 

General: 

Patients with Renal Impairment- Patients with renal impairment (creatinine clearance 
<60 mL/min) may be at greater risk of toxicity from didanosine due to decreased drug clear¬ 
ance (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY in full prescribing information). A dose reduction is 
recommended in these patients (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Patients with Hepatic Impairment- It is unknown if hepatic impairment significantly affects 
didanosine pharmacokinetics. Therefore, these patients should be monitored closely for evidence 
of didanosine toxicity. 


Hyperuricemia- Didanosine has been associated with asymptomatic hyperuricemia; treat¬ 
ment suspension may be necessary if clinical measures aimed at reducing uric acid levels fail. 

Information for Patients (see Patient Information Leaflet in full prescribing information): 

Patients should be informed that a serious toxicity of didanosine, used alone and in com¬ 
bination regimens, is pancreatitis, which may be fatal. 

Patients should also be aware that peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, tingling, 
or pain in hands or feet, may develop during therapy with VIDEX EC (didanosine). Patients 
should be counseled that peripheral neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients 
with advanced HIV disease or a history of peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or 
discontinuation of VIDEX EC may be required if toxicity develops. 

Patients should be informed that when didanosine is used in combination with other agents 
with similar toxicities, the incidence of adverse events may be higher than when didanosine is 
used alone. These patients should be followed closely. 

Patients should be cautioned about the use of medications or other substances, including 
alcohol, that may exacerbate VIDEX EC toxicities. 

Patients should be informed that the preferred didanosine dosing regimen is twice daily with 
a VIDEX (didanosine) buffered formulation because there are limited data to support the long¬ 
term durability of response with a once-daily regimen. 

VIDEX EC is not a cure for HIV infection, and patients may continue to develop HIV- 
associated illnesses, including opportunistic infection. Therefore, patients should remain under 
the care of a physician when using VIDEX EC. Patients should be advised that VIDEX EC ther¬ 
apy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of VIDEX EC are 
unknown at this time. 

Drug Interactions (see also CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Drug Interactions in full pre¬ 
scribing information): 

Drug interactions that have been established based on drug interaction studies are listed with 
the pharmacokinetic results in CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Drug Interactions (Tables 3-5) in 
full prescribing information. The clinical recommendations based on the results of these stud¬ 
ies are listed in Table 1.

In clinical trials using a buttered formulation ot didanosine, pancreatitis resulting in death 
was observed in one patient who received didanosine plus stavudine plus nelfinavir, one 
patient who received didanosine plus stavudine plus indinavir, and 2 of 68 patients who received 
didanosine plus stavudine plus indinavir plus hydroxyurea. In an early access program, pan¬ 
creatitis resulting in death was observed in one patient who received VIDEX EC (didanosine) 
plus stavudine plus hydroxyurea plus ritonavir plus indinavir plus efavirenz (see WARNINGS). 

The frequency of pancreatitis is dose related. In phase 3 studies with buffered formulations 
of didanosine, incidence ranged from 1% to 10% with doses higher than are currently recommended 
and 1% to 7% with recommended dose. 

Selected laboratory abnormalities that occurred in clinical studies of didanosine dosed 
once daily in combination with other antiretroviral agents are shown in Table 4.

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis: Lifetime carcinogenicity studies were conducted in 
mice and rats for 22 and 24 months, respectively. In the mouse study, initial doses of 120,800, 
and 1200 mg/kg/day for each sex were lowered after 8 months to 120,210, and 210 mg/kg/day 
for females and 120,300, and 600 mg/kg/day for males. The two higher doses exceeded the 
maximally tolerated dose in females and the high dose exceeded the maximally tolerated dose 
in males. The low dose in females represented 0.68-fold maximum human exposure and the 
intermediate dose in males represented 1.7-fold maximum human exposure based on relative 
AUC comparisons. In the rat study, initial doses were 100,250, and 1000 mg/kg/day, and the 
high dose was lowered to 500 mg/kg/day after 18 months. The upper dose in male and female 
rats represented 3-fold maximum human exposure. 

Didanosine induced no significant increase in neoplastic lesions in mice or rats at maximally 
tolerated doses. 

Didanosine was positive in the following genetic toxicology assays: 1) the Escherichia coli 
tester strain WP2 uvrA bacterial mutagenicity assay; 2) the L5178Y/TK+/- mouse lymphoma mam¬ 
malian cell gene mutation assay; 3) the in vitro chromosomal aberrations assay in cultured human 
peripheral lymphocytes; 4) the in vitro chromosomal aberrations assay in Chinese Hamster Lung 
cells; and 5) the BALB/c 3T3 in vitro transformation assay. No evidence of mutagenicity was 
observed in an Ames Salmonella bacterial mutagenicity assay or in rat and mouse in vivo 
micronucleus assays. 

Pregnancy, Reproduction and Fertility: Pregnancy “Category B". Reproduction studies 
have been performed in rats and rabbits at doses up to 12 and 14.2 times the estimated human 
exposure (based upon plasma levels), respectively, and have revealed no evidence of impaired 
fertility or harm to the fetus due to didanosine. At approximately 12 times the estimated human 
exposure, didanosine was slightly toxic to female rats and their pups during mid and late lac¬ 
tation. These rats showed reduced food intake and body weight gains but the physical and 
functional development of the offspring was not impaired and there were no major changes in 
the F2 generation. A study in rats showed that didanosine and/or its metabolites are transferred 
to the fetus through the placenta. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in preg¬ 
nant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, 
this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women 
exposed to didanosine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has 
been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV- 
infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of 
HIV. A study in rats showed that following oral administration, didanosine and/or its metabo¬ 
lites were excreted into the milk of lactating rats. It is not known if didanosine is excreted in human 
milk. Because of both the potential for HIV transmission and the potential for serious adverse 
reactions in nursing infants, mothers should be instructed not to breast-feed if they are 
receiving VIDEX EC. 

Pediatric Use: The safety and efficacy of VIDEX EC in pediatric patients have not been estab¬ 
lished. Please consult the complete prescribing information for VIDEX buffered formulations 
and Pediatric Powder for Oral Solution for dosage and administration of didanosine to pedi¬ 
atric patients. 

Geriatric Use: In an Expanded Access Program using a buffered formulation of didano¬ 
sine for the treatment of advanced HIV infection, patients aged 65 years and older had a higher 
frequency of pancreatitis (10%) than younger patients (5%) (see WARNINGS). Clinical stud¬ 
ies of didanosine, including those for VIDEX EC, did not include sufficient numbers of subjects 
aged 65 years and over to determine whether they respond differently than younger subjects. 
Didanosine is known to be substantially excreted by the kidney, and the risk of toxic reactions 
to this drug may be greater in patients with impaired renal function. Because elderly patients 
are more likely to have decreased renal function, care should be taken in dose selection. In addi¬ 
tion, renal function should be monitored and dosage adjustments should be made accordingly 
(see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: Dose Adjustment) 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

A SERIOUS TOXICITY OF DIDANOSINE IS PANCREATITIS, WHICH MAY BE FATAL (see WARN¬ 
INGS). OTHER IMPORTANT TOXICITIES INCLUDE LACTIC ACIDOSIS/SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY 
WITH STEATOSIS; RETINAL CHANGES AND OPTIC NEURITIS; AND PERIPHERAL NEUROPA¬ 
THY (see WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS) 

When didanosine is used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of these toxicities may be higher than when didanosine is used alone. Thus, 
patients treated with VIDEX EC in combination with stavudine, with or without hydroxyurea, 
may be at increased risk for pancreatitis, which may be fatal, and hepatotoxicity (see 
WARNINGS). Patients treated with VIDEX EC in combination with stavudine may also be at 
increased risk for peripheral neuropathy (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Studies of VIDEX EC and a buffered didanosine formulation yielded comparable safety pro¬ 
files for both formulations. Selected clinical adverse events that occurred in clinical studies of didanosine 
dosed once daily in combination with other antiretroviral agents are provided in Table 3. 


Observed during Clinical Practice: 

The following events have been identified during postapproval use of didanosine buffered 
formulations. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of unknown size, esti- 
• mates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to their 
seriousness, frequency of reporting, causal connection to didanosine, or a combination of 
these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, alopecia, anaphylactoid reaction, asthenia, chills/fever, 
and pain. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia, dyspepsia, and flatulence. 

Exocrine Gland Disorders- pancreatitis (including fatal cases) (see WARNINGS), siaload- 
enitis, parotid gland enlargement, dry mouth, and dry eyes. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS); hepatitis and liver failure. 

Metabolic Disorders- diabetes mellitus, elevated serum alkaline phosphatase level, ele¬ 
vated serum amylase level, elevated serum gamma-glutamyltransferase level, elevated serum 
uric acid level, hypoglycemia, and hyperglycemia. 

Musculoskeletal Disorders- myalgia (with or without increases in creatine kinase), rhab- 
domyolysis including acute renal failure and hemodialysis, arthralgia, and myopathy. 

Ophthalmologic Disorders- Retinal depigmentation and optic neuritis (see WARNINGS). 

OVERDOSAGE 

There is no known antidote for didanosine overdosage. In phase 1 studies, in which buffered 
formulations of didanosine were initially administered at doses ten times the currently recom¬ 
mended dose, toxicities included: pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, diarrhea, hyperuricemia, 
and hepatic dysfunction. Didanosine is not dialyzable by peritoneal dialysis, although there is 
some clearance by hemodialysis (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY, Pharmacokinetics in full 
prescribing information.) 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 
Dosage: 

Adults- VIDEX EC should be administered on an empty stomach. 

VIDEX EC Delayed-Release Capsules should be swallowed intact. 

The recommended daily dose is dependent on body weight and is administered as one 
capsule given on a once-daily schedule as outlined in Table 5.

Pediatric Patients- VIDEX EC has not been studied in pediatric patients. Please consult 
the complete prescribing information for VIDEX buffered formulations and Pediatric Powder for 
Oral Solution for dosage and administration of didanosine to pediatric patients. 

Dose Adjustment: 

Clinical and laboratory signs suggestive of pancreatitis should prompt dose suspen¬ 
sion and careful evaluation of the possibility of pancreatitis. VIDEX EC use should be 
discontinued in patients with confirmed pancreatitis (see WARNINGS). 

Based on data with buffered didanosine formulations, patients with symptoms of periph¬ 
eral neuropathy may tolerate a reduced dose of VIDEX EC after resolution of the symptoms of 
peripheral neuropathy upon drug interruption. If neuropathy recurs after resumption of VIDEX EC, 
permanent discontinuation of VIDEX EC should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- Dosing recommendations for VIDEX EC and VIDEX buffered formula¬ 
tions are different for patients with renal impairment. Please consult the complete prescribing 
information on administration of VIDEX buffered formulations to patients with renal impairment. 

In adult patients with impaired renal function, the dose of VIDEX EC should be adjusted to 
compensate for the slower rate of elimination. The recommended doses and dosing intervals 
of VIDEX EC in adult patients with renal insufficiency are presented in Table 6.

Patients Requiring Continuous Ambulatory Peritoneal Dialysis (CAPD) or Hemodialysis- 

Tor patients requiring CAPD or hemodialysis, follow dosing recommendations for patients 
with creatinine clearance less than 10 mL/min, shown in Table 6. It is not necessary to admin¬ 
ister a supplemental dose of didanosine following hemodialysis. 

Hepatic Impairment- (See WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS.)

An estimated quarter of a mil¬ 
lion people swarmed through San 
Francisco’s gayest neighborhood 
for the annual Castro Street Fair 
on October 1. Fair board presi¬ 
dent Steve Gaynes said that over 
$46,000 to benefit community 
organizations was raised from 
gate donations - a 10 percent in¬ 
crease from 1999. 

Several of San Francisco’s 
openly gay and lesbian elected of¬ 
ficials held a small rally at the site 
of the late Supervisor Harvey 
Milk’s former camera shop on 
Castro Street October 2 to show 
their support for Vice President AI 
Gore’s presidential campaign. 
Supervisor Mark Leno took a shot 
at Green Party candidate Ralph 
Nader for referring to equal rights 
measures for gays as “gonadal pol¬ 
itics,” while city Treasurer Susan 
Leal said that while Gore is not 
perfect, he represents the best op¬ 
portunity for progress for the 
LGBT community. Supervisor 
Leslie Katz said there would be 
“catastrophic implications” for the 
U.S. Supreme Court in the event 
of a Bush administration. “It’s 
frightening to think of what kind 
of people Bush would pick.” 

A shaken San Francisco Health 
Commissioner Ron Hill, facing a 
$17,500 warrant out for his arrest 
in Sonoma County for bad checks

and an ongoing investigation of 
similar charges in San Francisco, 
suggested on October 10 that an 
ex-lover of many years may have 
stolen his checks and/or identifica¬ 
tion. Hill resigned a week later. 

Queer lobby group California 
Alliance for Pride and Equality 
had anticipated receiving all of the 
approximately- $250,000 left over 
from the unsuccessful campaign to 
defeat Proposition 22, the March 
ballot measure from homophobic 
state Senator Pete Knight (R, 
Palmdale) which codified mar¬ 
riage in the state as the exclusive 
domain of people who practice 
heterosexuality. But former No on 
Knight campaign manager Mike 
Marshall said that CAPE would re¬ 
ceive $160,000, while $15,000 
would go to pro-gay marriage 
forced in Nebraska, some $50,000 
would go toward still-to-be-de- 
fined public education efforts 
around same-sex marriage in 
California, and the remainder 
would be set aside in the event of 
state fines against the campaign. 

Accomplishing two firsts in a 
single vote, the board of directors of 
the nonprofit group that plans San 
Francisco’s annual Pride festival, the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Pride Celebration Committee Inc.,

elected Cecilia Chung as its presi¬ 
dent. Chung, a case management 
worker at the Tom Waddell Health 
Center and a member of the city’s 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council, became the board’s first 
Asian American as well as its first 
transgender president. 

Openly gay Department of 
Public Health Director Dr. 
Mitchell H. Katz plainly revealed 
himself to be particularly sensi¬ 
tive to criticisms from within the 
LGBT community on October 10. 
Alleging that the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter - the only paper, inciden¬ 
tally, that even superficially 
scratched below the dumbed- 
down explanations of the algebra¬ 
ic “Delphi” machinations that 
UCSF/DPH’s epidemiologists em¬ 
ployed in preliminarily estimating 
the annual number of new HIV 
infections in the city - had “con¬ 
sistently taken out of context, mis¬ 
quoted, and distorted statements 
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made by DPH staff,” and implying 
that by shining a light on the issue 
the B.A.R. was in cahoots with 
AIDS denialists, Katz issued a de¬ 
claration stating that the entire 
health department was to respond 
to the B.A.R. in writing only. De¬ 
spite repeated offers from the 
newspaper to adhere to standing 
policy by making any and all cor¬ 
rections or clarifications to any in-

accurate material previously pub¬ 
lished, Katz and DPH spokes¬ 
woman Eileen Shields were never 
able to produce a single specific 
instance of a misquote or inaccu¬ 
racy to support the director’s un¬ 
substantiated charges. 

The California Department of 
Corrections was put on the defen¬ 
sive at an October 11 hearing at 
Valley State Prison for Women in 
Chowchilla when several prisoners 
delivered scathing testimony to an 
eight-member legislative panel 
concerning allegations of medical 
abuse and neglect endured by the 
women inside. Called by state Sen¬ 


ator Richard Polanco (D-Los Ange¬ 
les), the hearing was the first of two 
on the inhumanity of the prison 
system towards female prisoners. 
The second hearing, convened in 
Los Angeles County, focused on 
patterns of sexual abuse inflicted 
on women prisoners by uniformed 
prison guards. 

Mike Shriver, 37, co-director 
of community initiatives for the 
AIDS Policy Research Center of 
UCSFs AIDS Research Institute, 
and an early members of the origi¬ 
nal ACT UP/San Francisco, was 
named HIV/AIDS policy adviser by 
Mayor Willie Brown in mid-March. 

Harry Hay, a founder of the 
Mattachine Society, the first civil 
rights advocacy group for homo¬ 
sexuals that formed its first chap¬ 
ter in Los Angeles the 1950s, and 
of the post-sexual revolution’s 
Radical Faerie Movement that still 
bears fruit today, was steadily re¬ 
covering in a San Francisco Hos¬ 
pital after undergoing surgery for 
colon cancer on October 25 at a 
San Francisco hospital. 

Chiron Corporation CEO Sean 
Lance dipped into the biotech’s ac¬ 
counts in late October and cut a 
check for an undisclosed amount 
made out to a front group for the 
anti-gay Boy Scouts of America. 
The many LGBT employees of the 
Emeryville-based developer of 
AIDS, cancer, and other therapies 
registered their outrage to compa¬ 
ny managers, citing BSA’s court- 
upheld yet morally-wrong dis¬ 
criminatory policy against gays in 
its ranks. All 3,600 Chironites re¬ 
ceived an October 27 e-mail from 
Lance announcing the donation 
and claiming the BSA program, 
called Learning for Life, “is serving 
as a cornerstone of the efforts of 
[Oakland schools superintendent] 
Dennis Chaconas” to improve con¬ 
ditions in the K-12 public school

system. Told of Lance’s claim, a 
spokesman for Chaconas said he 
had never heard of the program, 
yet later acknowledged it was being 
tried out in a couple Oakland 
schools. 

November 

As the rest of the country 
blindly embraced the “compas¬ 
sion” and “honesty” of George W. 
Bush on Tuesday, November 7, 
San Francisco delivered a re¬ 
sounding “no” to the big money 
trying to fool the general public 
on a number of issues. Many pro¬ 
gressives and other candidates 
not hand-picked by Mayor Willie 
Brown were in the lead in several 
district races for supervisor. Pro¬ 
gressive poster boy Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano achieved election 
by a landslide, allowing him to 
avoid the December 12 runoff. Su¬ 
pervisor Gavin Newsom was un¬ 
opposed and also won outright.

Winning 49.5 percent of the vote 
in District 8, openly gay Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno would have to beat 
back a challenge from openly les¬ 
bian community activist Eileen 
Hansen, who took 34.4 percent. 

The pitched battle between 
slow-growth Proposition L and 
the competing Proposition K 
capsulized the growing civic ran¬ 
cor over big development and dis¬ 
placement, and was seen as the 
bellwether of the shift of the local 
power center from the moderate 
Democrats of K, supported by 
Mayor Brown, and the progressive 
Democrats to the left, supported 
by Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano. Both proposi¬ 
tions lost at the polls, though 
Proposition L came closest by 
about 1,100 votes. 

Reviews were mixed in mid- 
November when Planet0ut.com 
and Gay.com announced their 
plans to merge and effectively 
form one leading Internet source 
for LGBT news, politics, and com¬ 
munity exchange. The once-rival 
businesses, both based in San 
Francisco, said they would pool 
their resources to create, as they 
said, “a multi-faceted global media 
and services company” that imme¬ 
diately reaches 3.5 million month¬ 
ly users. Some people in the LGBT 
community expressed concern 
that the new alliance would lead to 
less diversity in media opinions, 
excluding marginalized popula¬ 
tions and presenting to the world 
one voice by which all LGBT peo¬ 
ple will be characterized.

Ted Fang took over the reins 
at the new San Francisco Examin¬ 
es becoming the first openly gay 
person as well as the first Asian to 
serve as publisher of a major met¬ 
ropolitan daily when the first 
slimmed-down issue hit the 
streets November 22. 

After five years of develop¬ 
ment, Grace Cathedral Episco¬ 
pal Church celebrated the dedi¬ 
cation of the Interfaith AIDS 
Memorial Chapel on Thursday, 
November 30. 

Supervisor Ammiano and As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden (D, 
San Francisco) were the featured 


speakers at the 22nd annual 
Milk/Moscone Candlelight 
Memorial March on Monday, No¬ 
vember 27, the anniversary of the 
brutal assassinations of Supervisor 
Harvey Milk and Mayor George 
Moscone at the hands of former 
Supervisor Dan White. The march 
down Market Street from the Cas¬ 
tro to City Hall was attended by 
about 100 people who huddled to¬ 
gether across from the site and lis¬ 
tened as Ammiano and Migden 
spoke of the lives and legacies of 
the slain progressive leaders. 

“Breast cancer treatment” 
license plates went on the market 
through several outlets, and were 
authorized in May by California 
Governor Gray Davis to increase 
access to appropriate breast can¬ 
cer treatment for low-income 
women. Applications for the new 
license plate are available at 
www.carclub.com or 1-800-CAR- 
CLUB, and also at www.cure- 
breastcancer.org. 

Attorneys for the family of the 
late Jeffrey Goring, a San Jose 
man who died on February 13 
after collapsing on the stage dance 
floor at the popular Club Uni¬ 
verse, announced they were filing 
a wrongful death lawsuit against 
the gay dance club in San Francis¬ 
co’s South of Market District. The 
suit alleges that club employees 
waited too long to call 911 after 
Goring fell to the floor. Club offi¬ 
cials had vehemently denied the 
charges. 

December 

Several events were held 
around the Bay Area, and hun¬ 
dreds throughout the world, to 
mark World AIDS Day on De¬ 
cember 1, including a ceremoney 
at the National AIDS Memorial 
Grove in Golden Gate Park. San 
Francisco poet laureate Janice 
Mirikitani read a poem at the 
event that told of a young girl 
whose life was ravaged by AIDS 
after being sold into prostitution 
by her family. “It’s ironic that so 
many of us reject religion, when 
there’s so much evidence that 
we’ve played such important roles 
throughout history,” said gay spir¬ 
itual author Christian de la Huer¬ 
ta, who attributed the world’s ills 
to a chaotic state in which the en¬ 
ergies of spiritual people are not 
being tapped.” The gatekeepers 
have been fired from their jobs... 
We must reclaim our archetypal 
spiritual roles.” 

Saying that it was in large part 
due to his emotional inability to 
move on from the worst days of 
the AIDS epidemic in San Fran-

cisco, the Reverend Jim Mituls¬ 
ki resigned his 15-year post as 
pastor of the 500-congregant Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church- 
San Francisco. He preached his 
last sermon December 3. 

Construction delays were 
blamed for the postponement of 
the new queer youth shelter’s 
opening, now slated for mid- to 
late-January. Supervisor Mark 
Leno, DPH officials, and on-site 
contractor Ark of Refuge had 
hoped to open the facility before 
the December holidays. ▼ 
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Local activist 
Rick Pacurar dies at 47

1 7 ick Pacurar, past president of 
WjW the Harvey Milk LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club, a founder of 
the Harvey Milk AIDS Education 
Fund, and a longtime AIDS ac¬ 
tivist, died last Monday, December 
18 of AIDS-related complications 
at Kaiser Medical Center in San 
Francisco. He was 47. 

Mr. Pacurar was with his lover 
of 22 years, Mike Housh, and his 
parents, Victor and Doris Pacurar, 
at the time of his death. 

Mr. Pacurar and Mike Housh 
met at the first Harvey Milk 
March in 1979, and both are re¬ 
spected leaders of the lesbian and 
gay community and progressive 
politics. Mr. Pacurar was a cam¬ 
paign aide to former Supervisor 
Harry Britt, U.S. Senator Barbara 
Boxer, former Mayor Art Agnos, 
and Supervisor Tom Ammiano,

and was an aide to state Senator 
John Burton when he served in 
the Assembly. Mr. Pacurar was 
president of the Milk Club from 


1985-87 and twice served as exec¬ 
utive director of Project Artaud, a 
leading artists’ live-work complex. 
He helped establish the first live- 
work ordinance to assist artists. 
Mr. Pacurar worked in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. from 1983-84 for Sena¬ 
tor Ted Kennedy at the Nuclear 
Freeze Foundation. 

Mr. Pacurar served on the Joint 
Task Force on HIV, and was an 
early advocate for HIV prevention 
efforts, especially for women and 
other under-served populations. 

“Rick was known by his many 
friends for his passion for politics, 
his brilliance, and his belief that 
progressive values could counter 
the power of special interests. He 
was a spirited opponent of the 
brutal use of power, whether from 
gay or non-gay self-proclaimed 
spokespersons,” commented Am¬ 
miano. 

A memorial service is planned 
for January. Y

tute. From this place in the spot¬ 
light he garnered numerous ap¬ 
pearances on television’s Oprah, 
Larry King Live, Donahue, and 
other shows, and was requested to 
speak at many gay and lesbian or¬ 
ganizations. It is estimated that in 
the last 15 years Wotman repre¬ 
sented over 2,200 clients who were 
fighting bias related to sexual ori¬ 
entation and/or HIV status; de¬ 
tails of many of these cases can be 
found on his Web site, www.wot- 
manxom. 

“Paul took great pride in the 
precedent-setting cases he worked 
on,” Dominick Albano, a longtime 
friend, told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“From his early days as member of 
student groups to his later in¬ 


volvement with law, he was very 
landmark oriented, and very 
aware of the impact that individu¬ 
als could make in the communi¬ 
ty” 

Wotman grew up on New 
York’s Long Island and earned his 
undergraduate degree at Colum¬ 
bia University in Manhattan. He 
moved to the West Coast in his 
20s and received his law degree 
from the Boalt Hall School of Law 
at the University of California, 
Berkeley. He was active with local 
legal groups the Alliance and Bay 
Area Lawyers for Individual Free¬ 
dom, and was a major contributor 
to the Human Rights Campaign, 
and Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund. 

Wotman’s battle with lym¬ 
phoma lasted about a year, ac¬ 
cording to Albano, and he had 
been undergoing chemotherapy 


since the spring. At the time of his 
death he was surrounded by his 
life partner Danny Scheie and 
longtime friends Albano and Alan 
Linder. He is survived by parents 
Robert and Anita Wotman, broth¬ 
er and sister-in-law David and 
Laurie Wotman, brother Daniel 
Wotman, nephews Jason, Andrew, 
and Michael, and niece Carly, all 
of New York. He also leaves be¬ 
hind many friends and colleagues.

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The 13th International AIDS 
Conference was held in Durban, 
South Africa in July, the first such 
gathering in a developing nation 
hard hit by AIDS. No scientific 
breakthroughs were announced. 
The primary focus was on chang¬ 
ing the political, economic, and 
research landscapes to better assist 
those nations most devastated by 
the epidemic. 

A who’s who of lesbian health 
gathered in Washington, D.C. in 
September for the first National 
Conference on Lesbians and 
Cancer, organized by the Maut- 
ner Project for lesbians with can¬ 
cer. It called for breaking down 
the barriers of ignorance, homo¬ 
phobia, and access to care that re¬ 
sult in lesbians receiving less than 
adequate health care. 

“Healthy People 2010” is the 
massive document prepared by 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services that will guide 
the federal government’s health 
care activities over the next 
decade. The GLBT community 
was absent from an early version 
of the report. Protests by the Gay 
and Lesbian Medical Association 
and others led to inclusion in a 
later version. But they were 
shocked to see that most of those 
additions had been cut when the 
first public draft of the report was 
released. A series of meetings and 


protests got many of those cuts re¬ 
stored in the final document re¬ 
leased in the fall. 

Law and society 

Anti-gay violence reared its 
ugly head in numerous places 
across the country, too often 
bringing death and mourning. But 
from California to West Virginia to 
Virginia, the murderers were ap¬ 
prehended and prosecution con¬ 
tinues apace. Law enforcement of¬ 
ficials increasingly are treating 
these crimes in the professional 
manner that they should. 

Federal hate crimes legisla¬ 
tion passed the Senate in June by 
a surprising margin of 57-42. That 
edge is sure to grow, as several op¬ 
ponents were defeated for re-elec¬ 
tion in November. The House 
passed a procedural measure in 
support of the legislation in Sep¬ 
tember, by 232 to 192, but the bill 
died in a conference between the 
two chambers. 

Local jurisdictions continue to 
add sexual orientation to their 
non-discrimination protections at 
a pace that is difficult to follow. 
Atlanta, Georgia and Nassau 
County, New York, which sprawls 
across Long Island, are the latest 
to join the list. The major disap¬ 
pointment was the state of Maine 
where a ballot initiative lost by a 
slim margin in November. 

The private sector has been 
moving just as rapidly in offering 
domestic partner benefits for 
GLBT families. In December, Bell¬ 


South became the last major 
telecommunications company to 
join the list. Virtually all high tech 
companies offer DP benefits in 
order to attract the best workforce 
and the trend is working its way 
down the corporate food chain. 

Religion continued to grapple 
with gays and lesbians and the 
issue of marriage. Progress was 
more individual than institution¬ 
al as pastors and individual 
churches increasingly came to em¬ 
brace all believers regardless of 
their sexual orientation. 

The Vatican continued its tra¬ 
dition of homophobia. In May it 
barred Sister Jeannine Gramick 
and Father Robert Nugent, 
founders of the New Ways Min¬ 
istry, from writing or speaking 
about homosexuality. In July it 
lambasted and tried to shut down 
the international gay pride festival 
in Rome. 

America saw two very different 
images of gay people through 
their television. Richard Hatch, 
“the naked fat guy,” emerged as 
the Survivor on that summer 
blockbuster, and with it a mix of 
grudging admiration and a degree 
of normalization of gays. 

Queer as Folk dipped a toe into 
the sexual part of orientation 
among a younger party crowd, 
though the fact it was on cable 
meant a much smaller audience. 
While social conservatives issued 
their typically apocalyptic news 
releases, few people paid them 
much heed. Y 


Charles Lorthridge 

Charles Lorthridge, 56, the flamboy¬ 
ant and colorful Bay Area flea-market 
vendor, known to many simply as 
“Charleston,” died Sunday, December 
17,2000 in San Francisco. 

On that Sunday afternoon, while 
working at the Alemany Outdoor Mar¬ 
ket, a thief stole an item from Mr. Lorth- 
ridge’s table, he gave chase and success¬ 
fully retrieved the stolen merchandise. 
Possibly because of the exertion, Mr. 
Lorthridge fell to the ground and died 
instantly. The Coroner’s Office said the 
case is still an open investigation. 

Mary Millman, a flea-market orga¬ 
nizer, said: “He was among the best of 
us, a master of our form of show biz, a 
good friend, and ah absolute fixture of 
our world. I am so glad that his passing 
was instantaneous, and without pain to 
him. But God, we are really going to 
miss him.” 

Born and raised in Overton, Texas, 


he graduated from Prairie View A & M 
University. Through his mother and 
aunt he gained a love and developed an 
appreciation for stylish and spectacular 
clothes. 

The Alameda Penny Market was Mr. 
Lorthridge’s entry point to the open 
market world. It also liberated the 
young, gay, Black man from the cultural 
constraints of East Texas. 

With a vibrant personality, booming 
voice, standing over six feet tall, and 
weighing, much of the time, over 250 
pounds, he quickly became a unique 
personality on the open market scene. 
Mr. Lorthridge became known as 
“Charleston, vendor of vintage apparel 
and accessories extraordinaire.” 

Mr. Lorthridge lived in Menlo Park 
with his friend and roommate, Gary 
Graul. Graul said an annual Spring Gar¬ 
den gathering will be presented this 
spring in his honor. No funeral is 
planned at this time.

2. Berlin by David Clay Large 

(Basic Books): We started reading 
the history of the city on our way 
to Berlin this fall; we didn’t finish 
this 733-page doorstop until long 
after we returned. But by the time 
we’d finished, we’d learned the en¬ 
tire turbulent history of modern 
Berlin, between the twin German 
unifications of 1871 and 1990. And 
what a century of blood and ashes! 

We got a palpable sense, from 
being in the Spree city this year, that 
Berlin is where all the major ide¬ 
ologies of that wretched 20th cen¬ 
tury, fascism, communism and the 
Cold War, played out. Author Large 
identifies all the players and the his¬ 
tory in the city that Mark Twain 
called “the German Chicago.” 

We found out that the very 
term Anti-Semitism was coined by 
a Berlin journalist. And we discov¬ 
ered there are some behaviors that 
are very deep-seated. In the city’s 
ill-conceived (and failed) bid for 
Olympic Summer Games 2000, 
the Berlin Olympic Commission 
compiled dossiers on Internation¬ 
al Olympics Commission mem¬ 
bers, including sexual orientation. 
This didn’t go over so well when it 
was aired by the press. 

Large’s book brings us an op¬ 
portunity to correct our Berlin 
column of November 9. Although 


there is indeed Renzo Piano ar¬ 
chitecture among the cathedrals 
to capitalism in Potsdamer Platz, 
the gigantic Sony Centre is by ar¬ 
chitect Helmut Jahn. 

3. The Scottish anti-super¬ 
group Belle & Sebastian front¬ 
man sings, “He raped me in the 
Chalet Lines,” on B&S’ underap¬ 
preciated 2000 album Fold Your 
Hands, Child, You Walk Like a 
Peasant (Matador). 

4. Irish author Colm Toibi'n’s 
latest novel, The Blackwater Light¬ 
ship (Scribner), is the moving 
story of three generations of Irish 
women dealing with the dying 
from AIDS of their brother, son 
and grandson Declan. Almost 20 
years into the epidemic, and 
there’s no end in sight of powerful 
works which address it. 

5. How the Dead Live by Will 
Self (Grove): A biting satirist 
turns his attention to the afterlife; 
an American in England, Lily 
Bloom, dies from cancer at the 
Royal Ear Hospital. What lies in 
the Great Beyond? The banality of 
life in a dreary London suburb, 
rendered with wit and surprising 
poignance. 

6. It really did feel as close as 
we’re likely to get to a “new Beatles 
album,” and not just because it’s re¬ 
leased on Capitol. The day Radio¬ 
head’s Kid A came out, we were on 
the MUNI Metro on our way to 
buy a copy at Streetlight Records 
when we bumped into a guy al¬ 
ready on his way home with it. 

7. The parent company of 
Landmark Theatres filed for a 
type of commercial bankruptcy 
— and there wasn’t a peep about 
it in any of the Bay Area media 
that we saw. 

8. The Married Man by Ed¬ 
mund White (Knopf): Paradoxi¬ 
cally, perhaps White’s most per¬ 
sonal novel yet is also his most 
distanced. In this story of ro¬ 
mance and tragic death from 
AIDS, the author trades in the au¬ 
tobiographical “I” of A Boy's Own 
Story et al. for the studied detach¬ 
ment of the third person. 

9. San Francisco Symphony 
music director Michael Tilson 
Thomas’ American Mavericks Fes¬ 
tival in summertime garnered na¬ 
tional press, brought ’em into the 
concert hall for Cage and Ives, and 
opened a few ears in the process. 

10. Gay illustration artist Mau¬ 
rice Veliekoop’s ABC Book, A 
Homoerotic Primer (Green Candy 
Press, $12.95) is a delightful A to 
Z, in children’s book format, of 
naughty gay types doing what 
they do best, and we mean sex. 
Even the frankest of weeklies can¬ 
not reprint some of the juiciest 
drawings herein, such as “U is for 
ushers filling a seat,” or “V is for 
vampire preparing to eat.” We 
knew there was a reason we loved 
alphabetical order! ▼

A s we contemplate another 
year from our post-millen¬ 
nial, post-electoral, energy¬ 
crunching haze, let us pause to 
look back on how theater in San 
Francisco played itself in the year 
2000. 

Celebrity chagrin 

Liza was not ready for her 
comeback as she tried to launch a 
tour of Minnelli on Minnelli at the 
Orpheum, struggling physically 
and vocally, and soon landing 
back in the hospital with every¬ 
thing, it seemed, except the 
Bubonic Plague. 

Even with the script in front of 
him, poor George Hamilton 
stumbled his way through Love 
Letters and made co-star Joan 
Collins seem like Lynn Fontanne. 

Sean Penn, surprisingly, was 
the weak link in the celebrity cast 
of Sam Shepard’s The Late Henry 
Moss. Even Cheech Marin came 
up with a more compelling per¬ 
formance. 


Good Bard, bad Bard 

California Shakespeare Festival 
made an amazing turnaround 
under new artistic director 
Jonathan Moscone. That he is 
openly gay may not have anything 
to do with it, but it’s the cherry on 
the sundae for us. 

Shortly after Cal Shakes 
opened its season with a rousing 
Taming of the Shrew, the Royal 
Shakespeare Company arrived 
into town with a version that was 
a dreary bore. What a letdown 
from a world-class company. 


Road warriors 

The Best of Broadway series 
ended the year with dancing 
queens: the term “guilty pleasure” 
was invented for shows like 
Mamma Mia! Lots of objectified 
male bodies, too. 

Along the way, a venerable 
show ( The Sound of Music) fell flat 
with a star (Richard Chamberlain), 
while a lousy show ( The Scarlet 
Pimpernel) was saved thanks to its 
leading man (Douglas Sills). 

Ragtime lookedstripped down 
but still worked, while Titanic was 
strictly steerage all the way. Let’s 
hear it for the iceberg. 


Acting up 

ACT courted gay audiences 
with two high-profile produc¬ 
tions. Tom Stoppard showed off 
his erudition in Invention of Love 
as he coolly chronicled A.E. Hous- 
man’s unrequited love for a col¬ 
lege jock. The love was totally re¬ 
quited in Edward II, as director 
Mark Lamos sought to turn Mar¬ 
lowe’s play into a homo wet 
dream. 


The Fisher king 

Prolifically inventive writer-di¬ 
rector John Fisher had a hit and a 
miss in 2000. Barebacking, a Sex 
Panic! Comedy was a hilarious 
burlesque of sexual politics and 
nudie theater. But his recycling of 
Cleopatra, the Musical, also for 
Theatre Rhino, just didn’t have the 
usual snap, crackle, pop from the 
man behind Medea, the Musical. 


Hard-hatted women 

Brava Theatre Center finally 
opened in the old York Theatre in 
the heart of the Mission, though it 
was still a construction site as 
Mabou Mines inaugurated the 
space. The construction crews are

Wolf pulling back the curtains on 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” in Another 
American, and former child actor 
Danny Pintauro getting gritty as a 
hustler in The Velocity of Gary. 

If Prince Gomolvilas’ thought¬ 
ful Debunking Love had some 
major flaws, at least the theater is 
providing local playwrights with 
productions. And NCTC also 
demonstrated that it could take a 


difficult script like Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally’s Corpus Christi and turn it 
into effective theater. 

Odds and ends 

Ennio, which arrived unherald¬ 
ed, turned out to be an unforget¬ 
table evening of life-sized celebri¬ 
ty paper dolls. 

Up Your Ass by Valerie Solanas, 
the woman who shot Andy 
Warhol, was turned into a sur¬ 
prisingly engrossing musical rant 
at George Coates Performance 
Works. 

Fanny at Chez Panisse was a 
charming locally created musical 
that couldn’t quite find its audi¬ 
ence at the Julia Morgan Theatre 
in Berkeley. 

Miss Desmond Behind Bars ar¬ 
rived from Los Angeles with a big 
budget but not enough imagina¬ 
tion to sell another drag comedy 
to locals and tourists. T

New consideration 

New Conservatory 
Theatre Center really 
emerged from the 
cloud of its “Nude 
Conservatory” 
label in 2000. Artis¬ 
tic director Ed Decker kept his 
three theaters filled with imagina¬ 
tive variety, featuring both local 
and visiting productions, and also 
introduced a new musical theater 


series. 

Among highlights of the visit¬

The best in queer films 2000

U rbania (1.) First-time di¬ 
rector Jon Shear pulls off a 
neat trick in this sublime 
urban thriller that is in turn 
smart, sexy and character-driven. 
Rarely does a movie get you to 
root for a character you’re not 
sure you know or even like. In the 
first reel, Charlie (in a career per¬ 
formance by Dan Futterman) 
stalks a straight couple, proposi¬ 
tions a bartender and threatens a 
trick. You put up with and even 
grow fond of Charlie because he 
has a terrible secret, a secret that 
Shear spins out almost beyond en-

durance until, by film’s end, you’re 
relieved that Charlie is finally 
home alone. Urbania picks up 
where P. J. Castellaneta ( Together 
Alone, Relax... It's Just Sex) leaves 
off, in a series of comic/edgy 
odd-couple pairings that could as 
easily end up in the morgue as in 
bed. Combining the audacious 
technical dexterity of Hitchcock 
with the disjointed nightmare- 
within-nightmare style of Adrian 
Lyne’s Jacob’s Ladder, Shear’s Ur¬ 
bania is a jazzlike riff on the 
Genet/Fassbinder obsession with 
killing the thing you love. 

2. Criminal Lovers Seldom 
has a film with healthy servings of 
cannibalism, dismemberment,

voyeurism and a vengeful vixen in 
a pear tree brought me so much 
guilty pleasure as Francois Ozon’s 
Criminal Lovers. This Hansel and 
Gretel Go to Ridgemont High de¬ 
mented fairy tale opens with a 
high school girl luring her impo¬ 
tent boyfriend up for a sexy 
striptease. Alice tells Luc she’s 
been raped by another boy, the 
muscular Algerian boxer she real¬ 
ly lusts for. In Luc, Ozon gets not 
only to showcase the hairless chest 
of a skittish teenage lad, but also 
provides a punch line for that old 
Woody Allen joke about what 
Freud meant by a latency period. 
A savage crime of passion soon 
spins hilariously out of control, as 
Ozon displays a fine touch for 
parody ( Natural Born Killers), 
homage ( Night of the Hunter), and 
black comedy ( Eating Raoul). 
Alice and Luc fall into a trap set by 
a pederast woodsman who likes 
his girls skinny and his boys 
plump. 

In America, a talent like Ozon 
would be shuttled between WB 
eye candy soaps and endless teen 
slasher sequels. Be forewarned: 
Criminal Lovers was too dark a 
brew even for French tastes, but 
videogoers may savor this 
nasty/funny stew of gender and 
racial malice. 

3. Chuck & Buck One of the 

year’s most cliche-shattering 
comedies, Chuck & Buck begins 
with the awkward reunion of two 
childhood fuck-buddies. Chuck, a 
27-year-old record mogul, returns 
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Michael White in Chuck & Buck 


home for the funeral of the moth¬ 
er of his old friend Buck, only to 
discover that Buck is behaving as 
if they were still both 11 years old. 
Chain-smoking fruit-flavored lol¬ 
lipops, Buck makes a pass at 
Chuck in the bathroom of his 
mother’s home, after which 
Chuck and his fiancee flee back to 
LA, leaving Buck devastated. Writ¬ 
ten by and starring Mike White 
(son of gay preacher Mel White 
and former head writer for Daw¬ 
son’s Creek), C&B casts light on 
one of life’s ickiest sides: that our 
libidos and hearts don’t always 
“mature.” The film’s unnerving 
claustrophobia is enhanced by the 
use of tiny digital cameras that 
break down the normal bound¬ 
aries between actor and audience, 
and reveal Buck as a needy boy in 
a man’s body — in short, every¬ 
body’s worst fear of who they 
might be. C&B defies audience ex¬ 
pectations in other unsettling 
ways. Buck’s not retarded, dis¬ 
turbed or innocent — and he is 
capable of using sex to get what he 
wants. C&B plays like an edgy re¬ 
make of Rain Man without that 
film’s Oscar-winning formula of 
Dustin Hoffman’s method acting 
and Tom Cruise’s grin. 

4. Before Night Falls Painter 
Julian Schnabel serves up a deft 
blend of fact and fiction in his 
screen adaptation of Cuban 
poet/novelist Reinaldo’s Arenas’ 
frank expose of the persecution of 
gays in the first two decades of the 
Cuban Revolution. Schnabel gets 
an expressive performance from 
Spanish heart-throb Javier Bar- 
dem as Arenas, reinventing the 
bio-pic genre to depict the rags- 
to-rags saga of a resolutely 
non-conformist writer who man¬ 
aged to get only one of his eight 
novels published on his native is¬ 
land, and who died of AIDS, in 
poverty in New York City. 

Arenas believed that the true 
Cuban Revolution was the sexual 
awakening of the island nation’s 
young men — who increasingly 
found each other on beaches, in 
toilets, on crowded buses, in or 
out of uniform — as if Fidel Cas¬ 


tro’s cries for order produced a 
kind of neurotic machismo that 
was in itself a homo-aphrodisiac. 
In a masterful casting coup, Sch¬ 
nabel gives us a double scoop of 
Johnny Depp — first as the saucy 
prison prostitute Bon Bon, fol¬ 
lowed by the sinisterly sexy Lieu¬ 
tenant Victor, who makes a big 
show of stroking his dick while ex¬ 
tracting a phony confession from 
Arenas. Schnabel hints that Bon 
Bon and Victor are two sides of 
the same character, both wielding 
the same big boot on the neck of 
Cuban liberty.

5. Paragraph 175 Oscar-win¬ 
ning filmmakers Rob Epstein and 
Jeffrey Friedman employ their 
finely-nuanced alchemy of pre¬ 
sent-day interviews, and the 
hauntingly poetic use of archival 
records, to restore life to an al¬ 
most-lost generation of European 
homosexuals, the spiritual ances¬ 
tors to today’s queer nation, a gen¬ 
eration almost destroyed by the 
Nazi Holocaust. What gives Para¬ 
graph 175 its biggest emotional 
jolt is the sight of six surviving se¬ 
niors detailing what it was like to 
be attracted to your own sex dur¬ 
ing Germany’s version of The 
Roaring ’20s. 

Paragraph 175 contains an 
echo of Epstein and Friedman’s 
previous film, The Celluloid Clos¬ 
et: there’s an odd similarity be¬ 
tween the German gay rights 
movement’s attempt in the late 
’20s to repeal the German anti¬ 
sodomy law, and the open sexual¬ 
ity of Hollywood films made in 
the early ’30s, before the Produc¬ 
tion Code banned all mention of 
homosexuality. 

6. Wonder Boys A big-budget 
Hollywood film that doesn’t cue 
its viewers on when or whether to 
laugh or cry is rare enough; an 
all-star film that mixes gay and 
straight characters like different 
candles on a cake without stereo¬ 
typing or pandering is practically 
unheard of. In Wonder Boys, 
Grady Tripp (Michael Douglas in 
a career-resurrecting performance 
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Women's Prison, from the Roxie's Film Noir festival this year 


wildly entertaining fest was the 
boundary-blurring doc A Boy 
Named Sue, directed by Julie 
Wyman. In this superb work, os¬ 
tensibly about an FTM tranny, 
genders bloom in dizzying profu¬ 
sion, with new permutations ap¬ 
pearing as old ones die. That’s the 
kind of world we want to live in. 

Equally satisfying in a totally 
different way was the SF Cine¬ 
matheque’s tribute to Lawrence 
Jordan, a San Francisco animator 
whose 40-film (and over 40-year) 
career was distilled into 13 repre¬ 
sentative works. “Animation” 
barely covers the beauty and 
breadth of Jordan’s achievement, 
which predated and predicted 
Monty Python and the whole 70s 
collage-art style. 

The Cinematheque, which like 
many a worthy venue was recently 


forced to relocate due to the City’s 
real estate madness, also provided 
what was for this bleary-eyed re¬ 
viewer the most exciting event of 
the year: the Luther Price retro¬ 
spective. Price’s home movies 
from hell are among the most 
provocative works in contempo¬ 
rary art — not only film — and 
deserve as wide an audience as 
possible. Price’s ruthless self-expo¬ 
sure, his images of ruptured flesh 
and pathological rituals are tough 
to take; audiences sometimes flee, 
programmers are fired in his wake, 
and even the queer community, 
which surely deserves a spanking 
on this issue, has consistently re¬ 
jected the challenge his work pre¬ 
sents by refusing to screen his 
work at most of the queer film fes¬ 
tivals. But Price persists, and we’re 
all the better for it. T 


Feast for cinephiles 

Found in festivals and tributes 2000

D espite all the talk of Ar¬ 
mageddon (and god knows 
we were ready), 2000 was 
pretty much business as usual for 
movies. Flollywood product was 
so very bad that even most critics 
— always excepting unrepentant 
shills like Jeffrey Lyons — were 
appalled, if a recent article on the 
subject in USA Today is to be be¬ 
lieved. Indies, as usual, offered 
more brain candy than the main¬ 
stream for starving viewers, even 
if it wasn’t always entirely palat¬ 
able. Fortunately, the inventive 
programmers of Bay Area cine¬ 
mas and cinematheques made this 
year a feast for said hungry 
cinephiles. Let us now praise not 
individual films but festivals, 
mini-fests, tributes, and special 
programs that made film watch¬ 
ing in 2000 both challenging and 
fun. 

Peter Adair’s Holy Ghost Peo¬ 
ple, called by no less an authority 
than Margaret Mead one of the 
best ethnographic films ever 
made, appeared in a rare revival 
by the SF Cinematheque. Adair, 
who died in 1996 at age 43, was 
best known as one of the auteurs 
of Word Is Out, the groundbreak¬ 
ing queer talkfest. But Holy Ghost 
People, a bracing portrait of a sect 
of snake-handling, strychnine¬ 
drinking fundamentalists, eclipses 
that film in sheer intensity. Also 
on the bill was newly discovered 
footage of Adair and his agitprop 
pals happily hurling 500 pies at 
horrified rich people attending 
the opening night of the first San 
Francisco International Film Fes¬ 
tival. 

“Arab film” can hardly encom¬ 
pass the wealth of cinema from 
many countries and cultures, but 
this year’s Cinemayaat, the 
Fourth Annual Arab Film Festival, 
at least gave viewers a tantalizing 
taste. Among its many pleasures 
was Anwar Wagdi’s Flirtation of 
Girls, a fabulously fun Egyptian 
musical comedy from 1949 that 
proved that some genres are uni¬ 
versal. 

The annual Silent Film Festi¬ 
val, which found its usual warm 
haven at the Castro Theatre, was 


one of the best in recent memory. 
In a city screaming with SUVs, cell 
phones, and the pleasant thud of 
dot-commer heads as they hit the 
sidewalk, silent movies offer a wel¬ 
come tonic. One of the standouts 
on this bill was the 1931 Chinese 
silent The Peach Girl, starring the 
glorious Ruan Lingyu, who com¬ 
mitted suicide in 1934 at age 24. 
This richly nuanced film begins as 
a bucolic fairy tale and soon esca¬ 
lates into a class melodrama of 
Sirkian proportions. 

Shadow works 

On a more upbeat note, un¬ 
derappreciated animation pioneer 
Faith Hubley got a bit of her due 
with a fest-within-the-fest at the 
SF International. Hubley worked 
mostly in the shadow of her hus¬ 
band John Hubley, but the rich¬ 
ness of her work after his death 
convinced many this engaging 
artist was the real force behind 
their innovations. 

As always, the Yerba Buena 
Center was a goldmine of cine¬ 
matic chaos this year. One of their 
best shows, in conjunction with 
the SF Cinematheque, was devot¬ 
ed to Jack Smith. This queer 
trickster was a leading light in the 
New York underground, creating 
hilarious and influential tableaux 
of turbaned transvestites; sirens, 
mermaids, and monsters from 
1940s B movies; and naked, poly¬ 
morphous, drug-swilling artists 
and hippies in films like Flaming 
Creatures. Smith was prescient in 
referring to Maria Montez as “the 
Holy One,” and attained a camp 
immortality with such memo¬ 
rable lines as, “Is there a lipstick 
that doesn’t come off when you 
suck cock?” A question we’ve 
asked ourselves too often. 

Less flaming but fiery nonethe¬ 
less was the Roxie’s Film Noir 
test. Programmer Elliot Lavine 
managed to unearth ever more 
startling noir variants that were 
both enlightening and entertain¬ 
ing. Who dreamed there was so 
much noir on television, or that 
the genre’s reach extended to such 
strange locales as swamps, pro¬ 
duce markets, and LSD parties? 
This series proved it with panache 
with neglected gems like Thieves ’ 
Highway and wrenching TV 
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shows like One is a Wanderer. 

Jeff Ross’ Digital Under¬ 
ground Indie Fest answered the 
nagging question of whether digi¬ 
tal video (DV) should be taken se¬ 
riously. Digi-films like Patrick Has¬ 
son’s hilarious satire of the restau¬ 
rant business, Waiting, and Clifton 
Holmes’ existential nightmare In 
the Dark showed that content is 
still king, but also that DV makes it 
easy for true talents to produce 
outside both the mainstream and 
the “mainstream indies” clogging 
up the nation’s screens. 

San Francisco wasn’t the only 
center for cinematic marvels this 
year. La Pena Cultural Center in 
Berkeley featured a scintillating 
dykefest, La Lesbian @ La Pena. 
One of the best entries in this

The year's better moments in film

W hen watching a collection 
of short films, you occa¬ 
sionally see a work so 
amazing, so packed with smart 
and original ideas, that it seems a 
shame if it isn’t one day expanded 
into a feature. But more often, the 
opposite is true — you’ll see a 
full-length film with only enough 
energy and imagination to sustain 
a 15-minute short. There were 
many movies in the past year that 
would have made better shorts 
than features, works that boasted 
terrific scenes or sequences but 
were otherwise disappointing, in¬ 
consistent or even god-awful. Of 
course, there were a few films like 
High Fidelity or Wonder Boys that 
were close to perfect, but they 
were the exception. 

What follows is a look back at 
filmdom’s lackluster class of 2000, 
and some of their better mo¬ 
ments. 

Best in Show. Best in Show 
didn’t work as well as writer-di- 
rector Christopher Guest’s last 
film, Waiting for Guffman, mainly 
because a mockumentary about a 
pathetic little community theater 
group just seemed more incon¬ 
gruous and absurd, as well as fun¬ 
nier, than one about the 
glitzy-tacky world of dog shows. 
While less wild and inspired than 
Guffman, the movie showcased 
just as many brilliant comic ac-

tors. Two of the funniest were Jen¬ 
nifer Collidge as a silicon- and col¬ 
lagen-enhanced society matron, 
and Jane Lynch as the butch han¬ 
dler to Collidge’s prize-winning 
pooch, Rhapsody in White. At the 
dog show, Collidge finds her in¬ 
terest in the strapping Lynch isn’t 
limited to her way with a flea 
comb. The funniest scene involv¬ 
ing the pair comes late in the 
movie, when they’ve become 
proud publishers of American 
Bitch, a periodical for the growing 
“lesbian purebred dog owners” 
demographic. 

The Eyes of Tammy Faye. 

Never mind that she had the co- 
jones to battle Pat Robertson and 
Jerry Falwell, or the ambition to 


help build a Christian broadcast¬ 
ing empire, to directors Fenton 
Bailey and Randy Barbato, 
Tammy Fay Messner is just a 
sweet, ditzy gays-lovin’ gal. Only 
once in their documentary The 
Eyes of Tammy Faye do they show 
another side to her, when she vis¬ 
its Greg Gorman’s studio for a 
photo shoot. Here we see Tammy 
Faye pitching fits vetoing 
wardrobe choices and refusing to 
peel off her false eyelashes 
(“Those are my trademark.”) This 
is the only sequence where we 
glimpse a strong, assertive, dis¬ 
agreeable Tammy Faye, and the 
only time the documentary be¬ 
comes something more than a 
one-sided fag-hagiography. 

High Fidelity. Near the end of 
High Fidelity, Jack Black takes the

stage of a small club to belt the 
soul chestnut “Let’s Get It On.” At 
this point, we’ve written off 
Black’s obnoxious career record- 
store clerk as just your garden-va¬ 
riety slacker. But on stage, Black 
— in a sweaty, passionate perfor¬ 
mance — proves that he’s a gifted 
singer. Our attitudes toward other 
characters (everyone from the 
punks who hang around the 
record store to John Cusack’s lead) 
are similarly reversed by the end 
of this film, which sweetly posits 
that people can be capable of 
more than you might expect. 

Requiem for a Dream. Direc¬ 
tor Darren Aronofsky’s Requiem 
for a Dream is a film with a surfeit 
of style and a complete lack of 
ideas. The movie has virtually 
nothing to say about the nature of 
drug addiction other than the ob¬ 
vious parallels it draws between a 
trio of young junkies (Jared Leto, 
Jennifer Connelly and Marlon 
Wayans) and their dependence on 
heroin, and an old widow (Ellen 
Burstyn) and her abuse of diet 
pills. But in spite of its visual ex¬ 
cesses and shoddy writing, the 
movie is worth seeing for some 
mesmerizing acting from Burstyn. 
The veteran actress gives the kind 
of flamboyant, stylized perfor¬ 
mance that would only work in 
the context of this film. She espe¬ 
cially shines during a scene in 
which Aronofsky cuts the flashy 
camerawork and instead focuses 
on Burstyn’s face as she tells son 
Leto of her utter loneliness. 

Wonder Boys. The romance 
between Tobey Maguire’s brood¬ 
ing, nascent gay boy and Robert 


Downey Jr.’s glib, bisexual player 
quietly unfolds as a relatively 
minor subplot of Wonder Boys. 
But their relationship is dealt with 
so naturally and without fuss that 
it makes up some of the most 
memorable scenes in the film. 
There’s an especially nice moment 
where Michael Douglas walks in 
on Maguire and Downey Jr. in bed 
together, post-tryst, and proceeds 
to carry on such a casual conver¬ 
sation with the pair that you’d 
think they were all just gathered 
around the water cooler. 

You Can Count on Me. Mod¬ 
est, small-scale dramas about fam¬ 
ily relationships rarely find their 
way to the big screen. They more 
often turn up on TV, where 
they’re marred by phony senti¬ 
ment, pat resolutions and sub-par 
acting. That’s what made this sim¬ 
ple but incredibly potent and ef¬ 
fective drama by writer-director 
Kenneth Lonergan such a find. 
The movie stars Mark Ruffalo as a 
drifter who comes back to his New 
England hometown to visit his sis¬ 
ter (Laura Linney) and her young 
son (Rory Culkin). The movie has 
a wonderful scene between Ruffa- 
lo and Culkin, in which Ruffalo 
launches into a rote tirade about 
their “boring” hometown, a place 
he’s never stuck around long 
enough as an adult to get to know, 
and its “small-minded” residents. 
Culkin, who plays a smart but not 
movie-brat precocious kid, cuts 
through his bullshit by quietly 
asking, “What are you talking 
about?” Ruffalo, self-aware if 
nothing else, answers without 
pause, “I have no idea.” T 
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Museum shows to remember

attention. A drain, like a gaping 
orifice in the center of a gallery 
wall, defies both gravity and logic. 
.A statue of the Virgin Mary is 
penetrated by a conduit. Profes¬ 
sional plumbing stands in for per¬ 
sonal plumbing. In the SFMOMA 
exhibition, which was organized 
by the Walker Art Center (in Min¬ 
neapolis), cryptic sculptures like 
Gober’s faux kitchen sinks bene¬ 
fited greatly from the inclusion of 
many of Gober’s early drawings, 
which show his fascination with 
the sink and its accouterments. 
This was SFMOMA’s most 
thought-provoking exhibition 
since Bill Viola’s videos. 

2000 BC: The Bruce Conner 
Story, Part II at the M.H. de 
Young Memorial Museum. Not a 
retrospective, but rather a select 
segment of San Francisco artist 


and Offerings for the Days of 
the Dead at the Oakland Muse¬ 
um of California. The Oakland 
Museum mounted this fall an un¬ 
usually thoughtful exhibition 
which gave immediacy to the lit¬ 
tle-understood Mexican-Ameri- 
can tradition of the Dia de los 
Muertos. How rare not only to 
have a spiritual experience in a 
museum, but to learn from it as 
well! What are those sugar-coated 
skulls about, anyway? The exhibi¬ 
tion delighted those familiar with 
the traditions and informed the 
uninitiated: just what a museum 
show should do! The most mem¬ 
orable installation was the haunt¬ 
ing Los Caminos Residency Hotel, 
Room 1102, by “Las Otras.” A bare 
bulb over an empty bed frame il¬ 
luminated a floor cluttered with 
yellowed book pages and a lyrical 
swirl of paper moths, the detritus 
left behind by the many souls who 
have passed through the empty 
room and moved on. 

Celebrating Art: The Ander¬ 
son Collection at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Museum of Modern Art. 
The largest exhibition in the his¬ 
tory of SFMOMA was a gamble 
that paid off. The collection is the 
labor of love of one couple, Hunk 
and Moo Anderson, who have col¬ 
lected wisely and well. The eclectic 
hodgepodge of stuff, ranging from 
New York School masterpieces to 
California funk, formerly filled 
their bedrooms, hallways and of¬ 
fices on the Peninsula. But once 
installed in the museum’s elegant

galleries, the whole came together 
as, if not a complete survey of 
20th-century paintings, drawings 
and sculpture, at least a first-rate 
private collection, and a smatter¬ 
ing of just about everything. But 
the East Coast won. 

Tom Friedman at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts. YBCA 
came into the Big Time with the 
current presentation of Tom 
Friedman, the best show in town! 
The most anal-retentive artist 
since the medieval monks who 
created illuminated manuscript 
paintings with a single-hair brush, 


Friedman is an artist whose work 
screams out for the viewer’s atten¬ 
tion to the process by which his 
unique objects were created. It is 
also an enormous amount of fun. 
If his materials are of the everyday 
variety (toilet paper, pencil shav¬ 
ings, chewing gum), the creative 
process carries with it a sort of 
Zen-like concentration. How re¬ 
freshing to know that you are 
viewing the hands-on work of an 
artist who has himself installed a 
zillion little half-spheres of Styro¬ 
foam on a gallery wall! Don’t ask; 
just go! T

G eorgia O’Keeffe: The Po¬ 
etry of Things at the Cali¬ 
fornia Palace of the Legion 
of Honor. There may not have 
been much new in the Georgia 
O’Keeffe still life exhibition orga¬ 
nized by Washington’s Phillips 
Collection and the Dallas Museum 
of Modern Art. But there is great 
comfort to be found in the rich 
colors of her paintings and the 
simple curves of her drawings. The 
long-lived O’Keeffe did not set out 
to be the icon that she is, but she 
did intend to open people’s eyes. 
As she was quoted on the gallery 
walls, “I’ll paint what I see — what 
the flower is to me, but I’ll paint it 
big, and they will be surprised into 
taking time to look at it...”

If we can overcome the visual 
cliches that result from O’Keeffe’s 
overexposure on posters and 
greeting cards, the visual pleasures 
of her work are vast. In the Legion 
show, the local curators wisely 
complemented the traveling exhi¬ 
bition with several additions from 
the permanent collections of the 
Fine Arts Museums of San Fran¬ 
cisco and the Achenbach Founda¬ 
tion. Concentrating on “things,” as 
opposed to landscapes, afforded 
an opportunity to take a fresh 
look at those richly colored flow¬ 
ers, dried-up pelvic bones, and 
glowering crosses. 

Robert Gober at the San 
Francisco Museum of Modern 
Art. The intelligently selected and 
beautifully installed works of 
Robert Gober haunted the viewer 
for a long while after the gallery 
visit. Addressing head-on, but 
with a sly sideways glance, the in¬ 
ternal conflicts of a gay white male 
in America who was raised 
Roman Catholic, Gober is Jerome 
Caja working on a much larger 
scale. Never have artworks seemed 
at the same time so personally felt 
and so universally appealing. A re¬ 
alistic man’s leg, shoe and sock 
protrude from a wall, begging for 



Bruce Conner’s enormous oeuvre 
since the 1950s, the Walker Art 
Center exhibition provided a rare, 
broad view of Conner’s career 
over four decades. His work 
formed a core of the de Young ex¬ 
hibition Beat Culture and the New 
America in 1997, and his creepy 
Beat assemblages are well-known. 
Many of the best of these were in¬ 
stalled at the de Young venue of 
the traveling exhibition. But it is 
his film work that may have come 
as a revelation to all but the most 
avid fan. His seminal work in film, 
A Movie (1958), exploded the tra¬ 
ditional narrative structure of 
films, and it, among others, was 
on continual view in the galleries.

T he holidays are almost over, 
and the last Christmas of the 
old millennium ended on a 
traditional note at Davies Hall 
with performances of Handel’s 
Messiah, A Sacred Oratorio. The 
event has become as common¬ 
place as Nutcracker or A Christmas 
Carol, so audiences have come to 
expect a certain kind of favored 
presentation. The San Francisco 
Symphony’s choice, this year, of a 
conductor known for his expertise 
in Early Music seemed a promis¬ 
ing attempt to offer some fresh in¬ 
sight by looking back at authentic 
period practices. The actual dif¬ 
ference upon hearing the perenni¬ 
al favorite, however, was scarcely 
noticeable. 

So many expectations have 
been piled upon Messiah for gen¬ 
erations, it would take much more 
than conductor Paul McCreesh 
had up his sleeve to shake listen¬ 
ers from their comfortable nostal¬ 
gia. Most audiences don’t seem to 
notice that the bulk of the work is 
really more appropriate to the 
Easter season: all they take away 
each year is a fond memory of the 
“Hallelujah!” chorus. 

I won’t be the Grinch who de¬ 
prives the public of their beloved 
conventions, like standing for the 
aforementioned chorus, or ex¬ 
pecting a big, full-blooded sound 
from the singers and orchestra. I 
confess to loving the work with all 
the accretions and inauthentic 
touches in place, anyway. Modern 
instruments add an irresistible 
richness to Handel’s rather con¬ 
servative harmonization, and a 
large choral group is always 
thrilling, especially one as well-

drilled as Vance George’s. 

The disappointment in this 
year’s well-sung and -played Mes¬ 
siah stemmed more from person¬ 
al expectations regarding conduc¬ 
tor McCreesh. As founder of the 
wonderful Gabrieli Consort & 
Players in the early 1980s, he has 
built a career on Early Music, 
though he has branched out con¬ 
siderably of late. The facts that he 
was working with an orchestra 
that doesn’t use period instru¬ 
ments, and that he was utilizing a 
hybrid edition of the score, should 
have been a warning. Simply 
avoiding too much ornamenta¬ 
tion and moving things along 
with a crisp attack and briskly 
sprung rhythms won’t change the 
overall sound much. 

The soloists were also less than 
illuminating. Though thoroughly 
acceptable, they were rarely mov¬ 
ing. Soprano Dominique Labelle 
and mezzo-soprano Paula Ras¬ 
mussen, along with tenor Ben¬ 
jamin Butterfield, essayed their 
roles with precision, even if But¬ 
terfield had some vague problems 
with pitch. It was left to German 
baritone Stephan Loges to gener¬ 
ate any excitement, however. As 
appropriately un-operatic perfor¬ 
mances, these were, perhaps, what 
McCreesh demanded, so it is 
pointless to complain. 

The SFS Chorus sounded 
grand, and their diction was im¬ 
peccable. The use of supertitles 
was a pleasant surprise, allowing 
for the loss of text in the program 
booklets, but hardly necessary 
considering how clearly the 
singers projected their words. 

Dozens of red poinsettias were 
added to the green garlands ring¬ 
ing the stage and festooning the 
terrace. The tall pine trees glit¬ 
tered in the lobbies, and the night 
was just cold enough to make 
Messiah appear the perfect Yule- 
tide tradition. We secularists will 
have to buy Paul McCreesh’s 
recording with the Gabrieli Con¬ 
sort if we want to hear this fabu¬ 
lous piece of music with a differ¬ 
ent attitude. 

Big splash 

The week before, countertenor 
David Daniels made a very splashy 
appearance at Davies with songs 
by Berlioz and Ravel. Ironically, he 
made his SFS debut there in 1997, 
singing Messiah with Alasdair 
Neale conducting. If McCreesh 
had only known that he was in 
town, he might have made a very 
beneficial personnel change for 


his debut. 

Once one gets past the initial 
shock of hearing that almost oth¬ 
erworldly voice coming from a big 
masculine frame, the glory of the 
countertenor voice is undeniable. 
Admittedly, I was tiring of hearing 
other audience members make 
the same observation, but Daniels 
has more than just a good voice 
for the range, he has a downright 
beautiful voice. His choice of 
repertoire was perfection. 

The Three Songs from Les 
nuits d'ete, Opus 7 by Hector 
Berlioz and Cinq Melodies popu¬ 
lates grecques by Maurice Ravel 
(first SFS performances) were the 
kind of revelation McCreesh 
could only have dreamed of. 

Daniels sang with sensuality 
and taste, characterizing just 
enough and never sounding less 
than gorgeous. His looks and sly 
grin could sell a song if he were 
half as good, but with Michael 
Tilson Thomas providing a lush 
orchestral backdrop, and his 
French pronunciation idiomati¬ 
cally inflected, Daniels made it 
sound as if these gems were writ¬ 
ten just for him. Since the orches¬ 
tral settings of the Ravel Melodies 
and the Berlioz songs with a coun¬ 
tertenor are unavailable on disc, 
MTT might want to think about 
pitching the idea to RCA. If there 
were any recording execs in the 
audience that night, it wouldn’t be 
difficult. 

The second half of that terrific 
concert was given to Rachmani¬ 
noff’s Symphony No. 2 in E 
minor, Opus 27, and MTT, hardly 
known for this repertoire, gave it 
his all. The cascading melodies — 
and we’re talking memorable 
tunes here — have rarely sounded 
more heartbreakingly beautiful, 
and the orchestra played like gods. 

Rachmaninoff is often dis¬ 
missed for his film-scorish acces¬ 
sibility and brilliant effects, but 
too often the genius of his melod¬ 
ic gift is underestimated. There are 
many composers who have spent 
a lifetime trying to pen just one 
such unforgettable line, and Rach¬ 
maninoff was also a fabulous or- 
chestrator. Often cut in the past, 
the Second is a long and inex¬ 
orable outpouring. Of course, 
MTT restored the cuts, and the 
work flowed without a moment of 
boredom. The rip-roaring finale 
brought the audience to its feet; 
Tilson Thomas should also give 
some serious thought to commit¬ 
ting the Second to disc. This was a 
real millennium celebration. T 
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Stirred, not shaken 

Memorable classical music and dance 2000

D espite the fact that there are 
people who go to the opera 
just to hear a tenor flub the 
optional high C in “In questa reg- 
giaor love it when a ballerina 
only completes 29 of the required 
32 fouettes in Swan Lake, classical 
music and dance are not compet¬ 
itive art forms. This makes “Best 
of the Year” lists problematical, 
like comparing pineapples and 
papayas, but some events do stir 
us more than others. 

At the San Francisco Ballet this 
season, I caught a bug during the 
second new choreographer’s Dis¬ 
covery program which was, by all 
accounts, the season winner. (Two 
of its triumphs, Julia Adams’ 
“Night” and Yuri Possokhov’s 
“Magrittomania,” repeat this com¬ 
ing season.) Truthfully, having 
missed that evening, the best 
choreography I saw this year was 
Yuen Wo-Ping’s martial arts in 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon, 
but at SFB there were always the 
dancers to beguile. 

Start with Damian Smith’s 
psychotic Tybalt in Helgi Tomas- 
son’s Romeo & Juliet. I’ve experi¬ 
enced Shakespeare as drama, 
music and dance for half a centu¬ 
ry, and I’ve never witnessed a Ty¬ 
balt that scary. The time has come 
to put Mr. Smith in a leading role. 

The woman’s part in Balan¬ 
chine’s Bugaku calls for incredible, 
even ugly extensions, a pretzeling 
torso and a glacial demeanor 
promising ecstasy, death or both. 
Yuan Yuan Tan, new to the role, 
not only nailed the piece physical¬ 
ly, but made Toshiro Mayazumi’s 
clanging score into a true musical 
experience. 

Tan was also good as the Siren 
in Balanchine’s Prodigal Son, but 
it was her partner, Gonzalo Gar¬ 
cia, who rose to unexpected — 
not by me, but by someone at SFB, 
or he would not have been danc¬ 
ing in the second cast — heights. 
Physically and emotionally, the 
drop-dead gorgeous Garcia of¬ 
fered a full interior and exterior 
view of the wayward youth’s 
painful stretch towards maturity. 

Purely physical thrills distin¬ 
guished Gennadi Nedviguine’s

high-flying contribution to the oth¬ 
erwise forgettable Celts, and Lore- 
na Feijoo’s high-maintenance 
princess in the excerpt from 
Nureyev’s Raymonda. Finally, Tina 
LeBlanc, the company’s purest 
classicist, looked gorgeous in 
Makarova’s “Kingdom of the 
Shades” from La Bayadere, but even 
better in Tomasson’s Nanna’s Lied, a 
ballet I always pooh-poohed when 
Elisabeth (Little Miss Cheerleader) 
Loscavio danced the title role. 
LeBlanc proved the choreography 
has depth, after all; the way she 
tried to batter her indifferent lover 
in “Surabaya Johnny” was heart¬ 
breaking. 

Other dance events that scored 
with me were the repeat of Mark 
Morris’ L’Allegro, il Penseroso 
ed il Moderato, a total musical 
treat even for those who think they 
don’t like baroque oratorio, and 
the live tango band that accompa¬ 
nied Ballet Argentino’s Tango 
Viva. Apparently, director Julio 
Bocca paid the musicians out of his 
own pocket. It was worth every 
penny to hear Fernando Suarez Paz 
and his tight little ensemble play 
Piazzolla so fabulously. A rebuke to 
canned music at dance concerts.

Giovanni, Magic Flute and Elixir of 
Love were this year — San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera can try the patience of 
a saint. Yet, like the little girl with 
the curl, they may have been hor¬ 
rid, but when they were good, they 
were monumental. 

The memorable operas in 2000 
were the summer’s Parsifal (inter¬ 
esting production; solid conduct¬ 
ing; sensational singing and acting 
from Chris Ventris, Cathy Malfi- 
tano, Franz Grundheber and Kurt 
Moll); The Tsar’s Bride (elegant 
historical production and cos-

tumes; definitive singing from 
Anna Netrebko, Olga Borodina and 
Dmitri Hvorostovsky); and 
Semele (hilarious production; vi¬ 
vacious conducting; and Golden 
Age vocalism by Ruth Ann Swen¬ 
son, Christine Brandes, Sarah Con¬ 
nolly, Brian Asawa, John Mark 
Ainsley and John Relyea). If our 
next Wagnerian, Russian and Han- 
delian projects don’t live up to this 
standard, SFO has nobody to blame 
but itself for setting the bar so high. 

Finally, other musical high¬ 
lights (not to poach in Phil Camp¬ 


bell’s woods, but I was there with 
gun and camera, too) include 
Michael Tilson Thomas con¬ 
ducting Shostakovich’s Eleventh 
Symphony (“The Year 1905”) and 
Giacinto Scelsi’s “Knox-Om-Pax,” 
John Adams leading his own Vi¬ 
olin Concerto and “Grand Pianola 
Music,” plus recitals by Anne-So- 
phie Mutter and Polish contralto 
Ewa Podles.

The Silk Road by Jane Summer; 
Alyson, $12.95 

Would you want to be 15 
again? I thought not. In her first 
novel, Jane Summer revisited 
those horrific days with wit and 
tenderness, and not one jot of the 
terror left out. Summer captured 
the indignity of adolescence with 
an amazing sense of the details of 
that age, realistically recreating 
those impossible years. The Silk 
Road was a funny, heart-rending, 
lovely novel, an astonishing re¬ 
minder of the misery and angst 
we all barely survived. 

Left Out: The Politics of Exclu¬ 
sion; Essays, 1964-1999 by Mar¬ 
tin Duberman; Basic Books, $30 

Martin Duberman was present 
at most of the great events of gay 
liberation, but unlike so many who 
claim mere presence, Duberman 
thought about what was going on. 
A remarkable collection of essays, 
more intimate than mere history, 
more political than mere memoir, 
Left Out showed us how things 
happened and why during the 
years of great social upheaval. 

Love, the Magician by Brian 
Bouldrey; Harrington Park, 
$14.95 

In his latest novel, Brian Boul¬ 
drey took his skill as a teller of tales 
to new heights. He created charac¬ 
ters that were absolutely, even 
painfully credible, and their inter¬ 
actions taught us much about our¬ 
selves. Love, the Magician was a 
stunning tale of loss and the shad¬ 
owy possibility of redemption. 

Death Understood by Claire 
McNab; Naiad, $11.95 

I’ve always counted on Claire 
McNab to provide thoughtful, 
sexy, entertaining mysteries. Her 
latest, Death Understood, was all 
that and more. McNab created a 
complex plot, populated with be¬ 
lievable and likable characters 
(yes, likable racists — a truly 
frightening prospect), and wove 
topically astute commentary 
seamlessly into the fabric of the 
narrative. A triumph! 

Those Jordan Girls by Joan M. 
Drury; Spinsters, $12 

If creating one believable char¬ 
acter is a skill far beyond most 
novelists, imagine creating an en¬ 
tirely credible family. Joan Drury 
did just that in Those Jordan Girls, 
a novel that traced the history of 
four generations of women, their 
triumphs and tragedies, of course, 
but more compellingly, the extra¬ 
ordinary everydayness of their 
lives.

I had no idea 
how little I knew 
about dust, and 
that’s odd considering 
my vast personal collec¬ 
tion, until I read 
Joseph Amato’s 
educational and 
highly entertain¬ 
ing book on the topic. Dust is the 
smallest object that can be seen by 
the unaided eye; it is the dividing 
line between the visible and invis¬ 
ible worlds. Writing with style and 
more than a little humor, Amato 
took a dry subject and made it 
live. I know I’ll never think of dust 
in the same way again. 

It's Never About What It's About: 
What We Learned about Living 
While Waiting to Die by Krandall 
Kraus and Paul Borja; Alyson, 
$12.95 

Given the option, I am sure we 
would all just as soon have 
skipped learning the lessons of the 
plague, but we were not offered 
that choice. Krandall Kraus and 
Paul Borja chose not only to learn 
life lessons from the spectre of 
their own dying, but to share 
them with us in a practical but 
never prosaic book that explains, 
simply and painfully, why It’s 
Never About What It's About.

Pom of the year 2000

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T he American Queer as Folk is 
pretty heavy-handed, with 
neither the style nor warmth 
of the British original. But it still 
has its full share of surprising 
recognitions. Like every time the 
characters descend into the heat of 
the disco inferno, it makes me re¬ 
alize once again that Arthur 
Evans was right. We are the 
Bacchantae — the priests, 
the votives, the hand¬ 
maidens at the temple. 

And these are our 
Dionysian revels. 

Our sexuality is an¬ 
other temple, and its 

revels are _ 

depicted 
in porn. At 
its best, 
porn demonstrates our ability to 
seize and rejoice in the instinctual 
urge with all unfettered glory. The 
way Brian does in Queer as Folk, 
when he swoops down on the 
cutie who will be his next col¬ 
lectible, making his friends won¬ 
der what his magic pick-up line 
can be. Whatever it is, his less ag¬ 
gressive pal Michael realizes, “He 
says it for all of us.” 

Porn says it for all of us, too. I 
was reminded of this, as I pre¬ 
pared to review the year’s events 
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in porn, by a chance encounter 
with a fan whom I passed on the 
stairway of Davies Hall during in¬ 
termission. “You’re John Karr,” he 
gushed, “I read you every week!” 
He asked if I was going to write 
about the symphony, and I said I 
wasn’t sure it was my territory. But 
I remember the wobbly old fellow 
so well. We entered the john to¬ 
gether, his lady walker relinquish¬ 
ing his arm as she said, 
“I have to leave you 
here.” So I held the 
door for him. 

He tottered over 
to the urinal next to 
mine, and delivered a 
classic monologue 
while fishing for his peck- 
er: “When 
you’re my 
age, you 
gotta go 

even if you don’t think you have 
to. Don’t want any accidents in 
your seat. But the hardest part is 
finding it. When you’re 82 years 
old, it’s all shriveled up down 
there.” 

I diverted this line of conversa¬ 
tion by asking how he was enjoy¬ 
ing the concert, and he bubbled 
over, flushed with excitement at 
being so enjoyably sprung from 
his Senior Home for a few hours. 
After he’d enthused about the 
concert, I asked if he’d like me to 
walk out with him, and he shooed 
me off. 

Yet I’ve remembered him, and 
not because he reads me weekly. 
Because he probably hasn’t been 
able to have sex for years — and 
still wants to. It’s just like Charlie 
Parker once said, after another un¬ 
successful attempt to quit shoot¬ 
ing heroin. “You know, you can 
get it out of your body, but you 
can’t get it out of your brain.” 

So that’s what I want to cele¬ 
brate at the year’s end — the pri¬ 
mal urge that won’t go away, the 
urge that is celebrated in the 
(hopefully) Dionysian revel called 
porno. 

Shadow dancing? 

The criticism most often 
lobbed at porno was sounded in 
the second episode of Queer as 
Folk, by the character who watch¬ 
es it to assuage his lovesick heart. 
“Remember the characters in that 
story by Plato?” he asks. “Prison¬ 
ers chained in a cave. All they 
could see was shadows on the 
wall, so after awhile they started 
thinking that was reality.” Porno, 
he says, “makes you forget that all 
those perfect bodies and faces 
aren’t real, that no one is really 
there, that they’re only shadows.” 

That’s a crippled criticism. Of 
course there are real people in 
those bodies and faces: our Brians, 
our Bacchantae, casting their 
beautiful shadows to lead us in a 
communal song of the sexuality 
that is our birthright. 

This year’s edition of the book 
that reviews “The Year in Sex,” The 
Best of the Superstars 2001 is now 
out (although, since it quotes my 
reviews at least ten times, I bought 
all four of the meager allotment of 
copies that Different Light had; 
the Jaguar still has a pile). Includ¬ 
ed is this quote from Michael 
Spillers, who wrote a play about 
the late porn star Joey Stefano. 
“Gay men have this weird ability 
to incorporate our pornography 
into our everyday lives — you 
don’t see that with any other com¬ 
munity. Porn booths at Pride 
events! Porn stars on parade 
floats! It’s fashionable, it’s com¬ 


mercial, it’s political.” 

And it’s a good thing. 

That’s why I like writing about 
movies that honor the sexual urge. 
My chief complaint about porn 
isn’t that it objectifies (it can), or 
replaces. It’s just that porn is 
about something unconventional. 
So why is it almost always so con¬ 
ventional? 

That’s why I like those porn di¬ 
rectors whose work centers with¬ 
out much diversion on the sexual 
spirit, directors who focus on their 
obsessions, leaving out the trap¬ 
pings of plot and dialogue to just 
present the action: that’s where 
the song is, where the prayer is 
raised. Directors like Bruce Cam 
and Brian Mills at Titan, and, even 
more remarkably, Chris Ward of 
Raging Stallion. Directors who 
stand back and let the sex flow 
without too much interference. 
And that’s why I like fetish/kink 
video, even when it depicts things 
I’m not capable of doing myself 
—because the guys are so focused 
on it, they take me there, too. 

Great escape 

So what are my favorites of the 
past year? The list began last Janu¬ 
ary, with Steve Shannon and Rob 
Steel in a bisexual doozy called Bi- 
Sexual Nation. Another high point 
for me was meeting Tristan Paris. 
He’d been so hot in several Falcon 
videos that I sought him out for 
an in-depth interview. I guess I 
scared him, since he promptly 
took off for LA to make a bisexu¬ 
al movie, and has not been heard 
from again. 

There followed lots of excellent 
Titan videos like Eruption, Tag 
Team, and the one I called “a prize 
of a porno,” Boner. Another sizzler 
was Cadinot’s Street Boyz. Then 
there were some strong films from 
a new company, Raging Stallion, 
focused with unflinching gaze and 
suave technique on extreme sex, 
although their Sexpack 1 is fine for 
popular consumption, and the 
opening and closing scenes of Sex- 
pack 2: A Kinky Twist are among 
my favorite individual scenes of 
the year. 

My favorite video is Studio 
2000’s Trust Me, with Michel 
Lucas’ Restless running a close sec¬ 
ond — but only because its star is 
my personal undoing. Sure, I trem¬ 
ble before sleazebags like Caesar 
and Rick Allen; the guys I’d most 
like to see doing each other in porn 
are Mark Wahlberg and Joaquin 
Phoenix; and the newly married 
man to whom I sing, “It shoulda 
been me!” is Backstreet Boy Brian 
Littrell. But here’s where the buck 
stops. For me, the Boy of the Year 
is Carlos Morales, first seen in Stat-

Garrin Benfield 


I have never hung with Britney Spears or the 
Backstreet Boys or even Elton John (who’s 
more my generation), or anyone of their 
high-falutin’ stature, yet not for a moment dur¬ 
ing the last year have I felt celebrity deprived. I 
like to think of all my friends as celebrities, and 
I’m eager to share them with you, since they are 
People To Watch in the New, True Millennium. 

You’ll be hearing, seeing and reading a lot of 
Garrin Benfield, a singer/songwriter whose 
folky, funky style, impeccable guitar playing, 
brilliant compositions, and engaging personal¬ 
ity have captured him countless admirers, queer 
and otherwise. He and his photo-collage-artist 
husband Joshua Smith enjoy a huge circle of 
free-spirited, multi-talented friends, all of 
whom regularly flock to 
Garrin’s concerts and 
Josh’s art openings. 

Their marriage flour¬ 
ishes, as does their art, 
suggesting many more 
great concerts and art 
shows ahead. Look for 
Garrin at the next “Viva 
Variety” show (Jan. 23) 
at Theatre Rhinoceros. 

To gain a solid repu¬ 
tation in this town as a 
painter, much less to be- 
come known far and wide, takes not only excep¬ 
tional talent but solid work habits. Mexican 
painter Tino Rodriguez, long a denizen of Noe 
Valley, possesses these qualities in abundance, as 
evidenced by his successful shows at Yerba Buena 
Center, Belcher Street Gallery and elsewhere. 
Every day in his shared Victorian he spends at 
least eight hours painting his stunning, surreal 
unimaginably sensuous and decadent portraits 
of a Renaissance revisited through queer Mexi¬ 
can eyes. He pursues this line of work — his sole 
occupation — as diligently 
as a fine chef does haute 
cuisine, with perfection, 
style, and immense joy in 
his creation. He’s also a hell 
of a fun guy out on the 
town, as his many devoted 
friends will tell you, and his 
hugely supportive family in 
LA and Mexico confess 
they’re mighty proud of 
their successful son and 
brother. Two of his brothers 
are stars in the hot Latino 
rock band Idle out of LA. 

In the world of under¬ 
ground electronic DJ 
music, no one earns my re¬ 
spect more than DJ Logos, 
my pal from our days of 
doing pirate radio and Sol¬ 
stice Parties, who dwells willingly in obscurity, 
spinning out his magical ambient/trance sounds 
for crowds far out of the mainstream (includ¬ 
ing those of the New Meat Campus Theater on 
Saturday nights). He may not yet realize it him¬ 
self, but his star is on the rise. He’s almost cer¬ 
tainly going to be drawn into the spotlight of the 
ambient/trance scene simply because while the 
scene as a whole has become predictable, he in 
particular has not. The scene needs fresh air, and 
he’s the breath awaiting. Also on that under- 
ground-to-above-ground horizon is DJ But¬ 
tercup, easily one of the best ambient techni¬ 
cians around. 

I always expect my friends to be successful at 
whatever their endeavors, because that’s their na¬ 
ture. But even though he has long been a mover 
and shaker in the photo-art world, never did I 
anticipate the kind of earthshaking global ac¬ 
claim now being heaped upon my good buddy 
Michael Light, whose photo-novel and travel¬ 
ing art exhibit Full Moon have stirred the inter¬ 
national art scene to an extraordinary degree. 
Mike’s gorgeous book of NASA moonwalk im¬ 
agery, which he painstakingly put together from

images he culled from long-neglected NASA 
archives and scanned to digital perfection, evi¬ 
denced such a high degree of artistic vision and 
perfectionism that the work has been widely ac¬ 
claimed not only in every major and minor art 
publication, but in extensive pieces in The New 
Yorker, Newsweek, The New York Times, Times 
Literary Supplement and many other respectable 
publications, not to mention this one. Related 
museum exhibitions have taken place across Eu¬ 
rope and the U.S. (including here at the SFMO- 
MA), and most recently in Australia. This is the 
same Mike Light who serves on the board of 
New Langton Arts, and who firmly established 
his queer credentials by serving as executive pro¬ 
ducer of Cheryl Dunye’s controversial lesbian- 
themed film The Watermelon Woman, which 
opened the 1996 San Francisco International 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival and proved an in¬ 
ternational indie-film hit. Mike and his cute 
Danish architect husband Christopher Sharpe 
and their many talented friends enjoy Burning 
Man as the ultimate immersive art installation. 

Is it too-far fetched to call my yoga and med¬ 
itation teachers stars? Two of them have pro¬ 
foundly influenced my life and others, and de¬ 
serve credit for hugely positive changes they en¬ 
gender in their communities. Both men operate 
well out of the mainstream, not tied down to 
any one institution or location, but both are well 
known in yoga circles and accessible to would- 
be practitioners. Stuart Siegel brought me to 
yoga and worked my butt off in the process, al¬ 
ways with compassion. He continues minister¬ 
ing to the Ashtanga-yoga-craving masses, most 
often in private homes but occasionally at places 
like Castro Yoga, It’s Yoga, and locales in the East 
Bay. Watch for his classes and jump at the 
chance to take one. More recently I started prac¬ 
ticing with Jeremy M cCoy, a young, multi-tat¬ 
tooed, intensely focused teacher from Toledo, 
Ohio whose emphasis on 
gentle-but-firm Taoist heal¬ 
ing techniques — including 
strengthening the spirit and 
flesh through deep breath- 
work and body-awareness 
— helped me kick a nasty 
nicotine habit. Though he’s 
in huge demand by various 
yoga studios in town, Jere¬ 
my has resolutely remained 
independent, an exception¬ 
ally free spirit. Nevertheless 
you can expect to see him 
teaching classes at It’s Yoga 
and elsewhere. 

What can I say of 
George Thomas other than 
that he’s a master of the art 
of making friends, and has 
made so many in SF it 
makes my head spin to think about it. We’re all 
waiting to see what will happen with The Crush 
Band, his fledgling rock project, whether or not 
they will flee to LA as rumored. He’s leaning that 
way, but the good vibes he’s stirred up in SF will 
continue to ripple regardless. 

Here at the Bay Area Reporter, where every¬ 
one I work with is gloriously talented, one per¬ 
son stands out — way out — from the masses: 
our very own glitz-rock transgender wonder 
Adrian Roberts, frontperson and whirling 
dervish of glitter-rock band Blue Period. Adri¬ 
an swears he’s never going to leave his position 
here as Art Director, even when he’s a superstar. 
Yeah, right! When he and his band and their 
rocker pals launch “Glitz” at the Paradise Lounge 
— a monthly Saturday-night rock ’n’ roll party 
starting in January — and after their album 
Nightclub Casualties finally goes platinum, 
chances are fair Adrian will be too busy being a 
rock-goddess/empresario to design for lowly us. 
Am I wrong on this? Of course he loves us and 
would never ever leave us — would you Adrian? 

Just to be sure, we’ve ordered a pair of leg 
irons to be installed at his desk. ▼

Blasts from the past Enya, PJ Harvey, Paul

T he public has a relatively 
short attention span. Never¬ 
theless, U2 and Radiohead 
took three years between studio 
albums. If you don’t count the ill- 
fated stage musical The Capeman, 
Paul Simon took ten years be¬ 
tween studio discs. Enya and PJ 
Harvey took four and two years, 
respectively. Were these new al¬ 
bums worth the wait? Yes and no. 

I’ll never forget the first time I 
heard the song “The Celts” from 
Enya’s 1986 self-titled major-label 
domestic debut. I’d never heard 
anything like it. This was at a time 
before Celtic music was becoming 
popular, and the popularity of New 
Age music was just beginning to 
peak. I never would have predicted 
that the former member of Clan- 
nad would have achieved the level 
of success that she did, but Enya 
proved me wrong. Songs such as 
“Orinoco Flow,” “Caribbean Blue,” 
“Book of Days” and “Anywhere Is” 
were certified hits. 

Unfortunately, Enya’s ability to 



be innovative seems to be a thing 
of the past. One of the complaints 
about the Irish singer’s later al¬ 
bums was that everything started 
to sound the same. Sadly, the same 
can be said for most of A Day 
Without Rain (Reprise), on which 
Enya once again worked with 
longtime producer Nicky Ryan. 
One song is indistinguishable 
from the next, which might raise 
the question of whether or not she 
might be better off seeking a dif¬ 
ferent person to produce her next 
album. 

It feels strange to say this, but I 
am old enough to remember Paul 
Simon when he was one half of

Simon 8c Garfunkel. His solo ca¬ 
reer has lasted longer than his ca¬ 
reer as a member of a duo, which 
might account for the unevenness 
of his output. Sure, Graceland is 
considered to be one of the most 
important albums of the 1980s. 
Personally, I think that 1982’s 
Hearts & Bones is his best album. 
You re the One (Warner Brothers), 
Simon’s latest album, doesn’t 
come close to either of those al¬ 
bums, but it does have its mo¬ 
ments. “Darling Lorraine” shows 
that Simon hasn’t lost his knack 
for story songs, while incorporat¬ 
ing the complex rhythms that the 
diminutive singer/songwriter pur¬ 
sued and perfected on Graceland 
and Rhythm of the Saints. The title 
track is a rhythmic number that 
inspires a reserved exuberance. 
The album’s centerpiece, “Senori- 
ta With a Necklace of Tears,” 
comes closest to recapturing the 
songwriting grace of Simon’s past.

as a pot-addled professor) leads a 
confused young writing student, 
James Leer (Tobey Maguire, who 
does an astonishing tour deforce as

7. No One Sleeps A liberated 
and very stubborn gay German 
takes up his late father’s quest to 
solve the mystery of how AIDS 
spread so rapidly through queer- 
dom. Stefan, after giving a paper 
at a San Francisco medical confer¬ 
ence, finds his work and love life 
dangerously complicated by an 
opera-loving serial killer who is 
offing HIV-positive men. German 
director Jochen Hick constructs a 
funny/sexy noir out of Stefan’s in¬ 
creasingly distracted investigation 
through a labyrinth of SF S8cM 
dungeons, fast-lane parties and 
backroom bars, with a pit stop at 
the Opera House. Everywhere Ste¬ 
fan goes — in cab, bars, and the 
hallways of his seedy Tenderloin 
hotel — Puccini’s “Nessun 
dorma” aria is playing. The en- 
chantingly boyish Tom Wlaschiha 
gives a focused and very English- 
friendly performance as Stefan, 
fueled by drugs, coffee, and very

U2000 

I was in college when U2’s first 
domestic album, Boy, was re¬ 
leased, and I can remember danc¬ 
ing to the song “I Will Follow” 
many nights in a club called Spit 
that used to be across the street 
from Fenway Park in Boston. 
Many years later, I saw the band 
perform live during their concert 
spectacular tour in support of 
their album Pop. I’ve been listen¬ 
ing to U2 for 20 years and didn’t 
mind their forays into more ex¬ 
perimental electronic music. The 
new album All That You Cant 
Leave Behind (Interscope) still has 
the Edge’s trademark guitar sound 
(“Beautiful Day,” “Walk On”), 
Bono’s heartfelt (and occasionally 
gushy) vocals (“Stuck in a Mo¬ 
ment,” “In a Little While”), and 
even some remnants of the elec¬ 
tronic sound in which they dab¬ 
bled (“Elevation,” “New York”). 
It’s nice to hear the way all of these 
elements come together on one 
cohesive album. 

Gorgeous alienation: what else 
did you expect from Thom Yorke 
and his fellow members of Radio¬ 
head? There were early signs of 
what we might expect from the 
eagerly anticipated album Kid A 
(Capitol). The Bends had mo- 


little sjeep, follows his nose for the 
truth and his lust for a crazy 
leather queen. A compelling mys¬ 
tery set against the background of 
today’s medical headlines, No One 
Sleeps is most satisfying as a jour¬ 
ney of self-discovery — a small, 
smart film that deserves an Amer¬ 
ican distributor.

Particularly 
strong are Timothy Olyphant’s por¬ 
trayal of a young photographer 
who allows an affair with a charm¬ 
ing young newbie to jump-start his 
own maturation; Matt McGraff’s 
nuanced enactment of half of an 
ex-lovers/fuck-buddy couple who 
can neither commit nor let go; and 
John Mahoney’s tough/sweet 
“daddy figure” of a restaurant 
owner who combines softball, 
strong cigars and bad drag to help 
his “boys” grow up. A sawy/smart 
winner from the executive produc¬ 
er of Dawsons Creek. 

9. Full Blast and Revoir Julie 
Two offbeat French Canadian fea¬ 
tures that give a North-of-the- 
Border perspective on the dangers 
of combining sex and friendship. 
Full Blast follows the misadven¬ 
tures of a trio of small-town mill 
workers whose jobs, rock band 
and personal relationships all im¬ 
plode during the course of a bitter 
strike. The film demonstrates why 
casual sex can be such a slippery 
slope in a community with too 
many barely buried secrets. A nice 
look at the short putt between gay 
and straight identity for many 
denizens of the world of one- 
night-stand rock bands. 

An obsessively intimate if off¬ 
beat romantic comedy, director 
Jean Crepeau’s Revoir Julie (Julie 
and Me) depicts what happens 


ments of difficult beauty. That’s 
why OK Computer, as brilliant as 
it was, wasn’t that much of a sur¬ 
prise. So there aren’t as many blis¬ 
tering guitar parts. It’s amazing 
what you can do with a synthesiz¬ 
er. Besides, how can you ignore 
the askew beauty of “Everything 
in its Right Place,” “How To Dis¬ 
appear Completely,” “Morning 
Bell,” or “Motion Picture Sound¬ 
track?” You want guitars? Stand up 
and salute “The National An¬ 
them,” “Optimistic” or “In 
Limbo.” Otherwise, let yourself get 
lost in the twisted postpop terrain 
of Radiohead’s musical landscape. 

If you weren’t gung ho about 
Patti Smith’s Gung Ho album from 
this year, then you might want to 
take a listen to PJ Harvey’s ap¬ 
proximation of a Patti Smith 
album on her new disc Stories 
from the City, Stories from the Sea 
(Island). Easily her most accessi¬ 
ble album, Stories contains Har¬ 
vey’s most accomplished vocals 
alongside her best songwriting. 
Tracks such as “A Place Called 
Home,” “Good Fortune,” “Beauti¬ 
ful Feeling,” “You Said Some¬ 
thing,” “Kamikaze” and “Horses in 
my Dreams” rank among the best 
work she’s done. The duet with 
Radiohead’s Thom Yorke on “This 
Mess We’re In” is the best vocal 
pairing since k.d. lang and Andy 
Bell teamed up on “No More Tears 
(Enough Is Enough).” ▼ 


when Blonde Juliet (the perky 
Stephanie Morgenstern) is deter¬ 
mined to renew a 15-year-lapsed 
friendship with brunette Julie (the 
smoldering Dominique Leduc), a 
friendship suddenly derailed by 
an impulsive kiss. An adroit ex¬ 
ploration of the contrasting dis¬ 
positions of the heroines makes 
this an emotionally challenging 
date-night treat. 

10. Blossoms of Fire and 
Girlfight Two very different looks 
at women taking on the patri¬ 
archy. Maureen Gosling’s exuber¬ 
antly upbeat documentary about 
the matriarchal society surviving 
in a small state in southern Mexi¬ 
co is a social realist travelogue on 
gender roles in the style of a latter- 
day Orson Welles, with the philos¬ 
ophy of a feminist Hemingway 
and the palette of the great mural- 
ist Diego Rivera. The film is al¬ 
most drunk with color, as if those 
glorious reds were visual Prozac to 
ward away the blues. 

Michelle Rodriquez makes a 
face a couple of times during Girl- 
fight that reminded me of an old 
Disney cartoon: her nostrils flare, 
her eyes blaze like lumps of coal, 
she’s about to whack somebody in 
the head. Girlfight, Karyn 
Kusama’s spirited tale on a Red 
Hook, Brooklyn high school girl’s 
transformation into a feather¬ 
weight boxer, is no cartoon, but 
the best of the current renaissance 
in boxing films. As Diana shifts 
her once-unfocused rage into the 
ring, she kicks some serious butt, 
much of it cute male butt, in a 
film that is in no way an orgy of 
male-bashing. In a lovely irony, 
the fight to end the film comes be¬ 
tween the characters with the 
sweetest relationship. It doesn’t 
seem at all wrong when fate dic¬ 
tates that Diana and Adrian fight. 
The suspense comes from 
whether love can endure combat 
— it brings homoeroticism into a 
heterosexual relationship. These 
are lovers who will fight an oppo¬ 
nent they know almost as well as 
themselves. ▼
